Turnn is now so little left of what is gen- 


erally called winter that we may be reason- 
ably sure we shall have no excessively low 
temperatures, and that this will be the mild- 
est winter we have known for years, though 


there is no certainty it will not be followea 


by araw and disagreeable spring, and that 


we shall not be doing in March and April 
the cursing we often bestow January and 


February. It is only since the Signal Service 
Bureau was established that we have had any 
accurate weather observations 17 
Whole country. There are points in the 
East where they have been made for a 
century, but Iilindis has not been so fortu- 
nate.

been a reasonably regular succession of open 
winters.

4. 29 | followed in eleven years by the equaily mild 


one of 1862-68. In 1873. 74 it was milder than 
the average, and then came a jump to 
1877-78, when it was quite warm. Eleven 
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now huving. As all these exceptionally 
warm seasons of the past were followed by 
unusually cold winters, we may look forward 
with some fear to zero temperatures next year. 


Juben TuLer gave a decision Thursday in 
which he biamed certain pohce officers for a 
failure to obey that mandate of the statute 
and the common law that a man arrested for 
any crime shall be brought before a magis- 
trate “without unnecessary delay,“ or 
“forthwith,” which the-Supreme Court has 
held mean the same thing. This unques- 
tioned principle of law has been disoveyed 
often by the police of tnis and all other cities 
because in tneir belief it sometimes inter- 
feres with the ends of justice. Thus it hap- 
pers that one of the members of a gang is 
caught. The police believe that were he 
brought before a magistrate his associates 
would at once take alarm and fly. So they 
keep the first man under cover as long as they 
can to see if they can find out about his gc- 
complices. Sometimes this works well, some- 
times it is a failure. The investigation of 
the haymarket conspiracy would probably 
have been a failure but for the seclusion of 
some of the men connected with that murder 
plot. 

In the course of his decision Judge Tuley 
said: 

The authority of an officer is solely that of a 
conservator of the peace. He has no authority 
by Statute not given him by common law. Under 
the common law an officer has a right to arrest 
on view without a warrant when he sees an of- 
fense is being committed. He also has the right 
to arrest on reasonable suspicion. Reasonable 
suspicion is difficult to define. but is usually 


created by a sentiment ofa third party that a 
felony or misdemeanor has been committed. 


His reference to misdemeanors here has 
been misunderstood by some persons, and 
may be misunderstood by some police officers. 
It is a common impression that all viola- 
tions of city ordinances are misdemeanors, 
and they are ustally spoken of as such. 
W here Judge Tuley uses the word, however, 
he means all crimes not punisnabie by impris- 
onwent in the penitentiary, such as petit lar- 
ceny. He has no reference to offenses against 
a city ordinance, such as hitching a horse to 
a lamppost, emptying ashes into the street, 
or being disorderly. In such cases an officer 
cannot make an arrest ou the say so of any 
One unless he has a warrant, although he 
sometimes does so, and is often asked to do 
so, but refuses, frequently to the anger of 
the complainant. The officer must ses the 
violation of the ordinance committed before 
he can arrest without a warrant. 


THE NEW ANNEXATION MOVEMENT. 
Through the exertions of Senator Craw- 


ford and ether members of the Cook County 
deleganon the Knight Bliss annexation bill 
was reported back favorably from the Com- 
mittee on Municipalities to the Senate Friday 
and recommended for passage withont 
material amendment and with the emer- 
gency clause. As soon as the House gets 
over the preliminary parliamentary wran- 
Kling the bill will be advanced there also. All 
the present indications point to the passage 
of the bill with the emergency clause before 
the middie of the current month. The 
principle of the measure has been already 
discussed in the General Assembly and in- 
dorsed by the people for whom it is intended. 
It was carefully considered before it was in- 
troduced and has been approved by the best 
constitutional lawyers of this city and coun- 
ty. It can be safely passed without further 
discussion. It is simply an enabling act, giv- 
ing the people of suburban territory an op- 
portunity to change their own municipal 
government by becoming a part of Chicago. 
A popular vote in the affirmative 1s neces- 
sary to give the measure effect. 

But now that the bill is certain to become 
law with the emergency clause the people of 
the suburban towns who are desirous that 
all the advantages of Chicago’s Municipal 
Govern ment shall be extended to them ought 
to begin to bestir themselves. The cormorant 
officeseekers and officeholders who are op- 
posed to annexation are active and zealous. 
In the two principal suburbs—Lake and 
Hyde Park—they are circulating petitions to 
have the question of city organization sub- 
mitted at a special election about the ist of 
March. The purpose of this move is ap- 
parent. The hungry and ravenous office beg- 
gars hope to steal a march on the non-office- 
seeking voters at @ special election. They 
anticipate that a light vote will be polled and 
that the officeseekers and officeholders will 
bein a majority. If city organization pre- 
vails in Lake or in Hyde Park in March, an- 
nexation in April will be out of the question. 
So reason the tax-eaters. 

But it is doubtful whether the city organi- 
zation scheme will prevail. The plan has 
been tried in Lake View and has worked bad- 
ly there. It has resulted in increased taxa- 
tion, loose, ineffective, and costly municipal

America—an active and eager aspirant for 
the first place. 


NATURAL GAS IN CHICAGO, 

It has been rumored for some time past 
that a company was in process of formation 
for tlie purpose of bringing natural gas to 
Chicago, The matter hae progressed so far 
‘that it may be said there is little doubt the 
people of this city will have natural gas 
brought to their doors by the close of the 
year. It will have to be piped hither trom 
the Indiana fields. The distance is so great 
that it will be necessary to force the gas 
along through the pipes by artificial pressure, 
which will materially add to the cost of trans- 
fer, so that the gas will not be supplied here 
so cheaply as that to the people of Pitts- 
burg. But it promises nevertheless to be a 
valuable addition to the conveniences of the 
city. Emerson McMillin, the well known gas 
expert, has given an interesting comparison 
of the work force that theoretically resides in 
a thousand cubic feet of several different 
kinds of gas. Assuming that the air for com- 
bustion enters at a temperature of 60° 
Fahrenheit the natural gas will evaporate 
898 pounds of water, coal gas 501, water gas 
262, and producer gas only 115 pounds. The 
natural gas exceis because of the large per 
cent of marsh gas which it contains, 
the latter consisting principally of hydro- 
gen. Coal gas contains a large per 
cent of hydrogen, but much of it is in the 
free state, which swells the bulk and makes 
the coal product fall far short of the other 
per unitof volume. The same objection ap- 
plies to water gas, but in addition that con- 
tains a little over one-third its weight of oxy- 
gen, which is of no calorific value in the gas, 
as that element is easily obtained from the 
atmosphere when wanted for combustion. 
The producer gas need not be compared with 
the others, as it is a low priced articie suit- 
able only for combustion in furnaces, and is 
usually supplied to them at a high initial 
temperature. The following interesting com- 
parison of the composition of these different 
kinds of gas, by volume, is partly furnished 
by the same authority:

The comparison by weight would not be 
quite so favorable to the natural gas, but 
the volume figures are much the most im- 
portant in the case where the product has to 
be transported a long distance. Roughly 
speaking, the calorifie value of a tou of coal 
is equaled by 7,500 feet of natural gas, 10,000 
feet of coal gas, and 20,000 feet of water gas, 
the proportionate values of the first and third 
being nearly as three to one. In this state 
ment of the valueof gas for heating pur- 
poses no account is taken of the immense 
saving in labor of handling, the obviating of 
annoyance by ashes and smoke, and the cost 
of fuel burned longer than it is wanted, which 
is inevitable in the use of coal. 

The arrangements now in progress are un- 
derstood not to include the supply of natural 
gas in such quantity as to furnish the facto- 
ries of the city and vicinity with motive 
power. It is possible that the cost of bring 
ing it such a long distance will render it in- 
advisable to offer the article on terms which 
would compete with soft coal for factory 
uses. But undoubtedly it will be adopted 
generally ere long by the great mass of 
householders as a substitute for coal in the 
grate, the furnace, and the kitchen range, 
being recommended by its cleanliness as well 
as its cheapness. The first rate of supply 
will probably be in the neighborhood of 
10,000,000 cubic feet per day, that being ap- 
proximately equal to only 24 per cent of the 
quantity served to the people of Pittsburg 
and about the present consumption of artifi- 
cial gas in this city. But there Will be plenty 
of opportunity for increasing the daily sup- 
ply in case a greater quantity should be 
wanted, as it undoubtedly will be if the arti- 
cle be offered at a price which will render it 
attractive to the public. 
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CLAMORING FOR SPECIAL CHARTERS. 

One of the strangest reasons assigned by 
some of the persons who wish Illinois to call 
a constitutional convention and frame a new 
organic law ts that it prohibits special legis- 
lation. The world at large hds always 
thought that was one of its great beauties. 
There are those, however, who are not 
pleased with it. Says one of them: 


I believe special charters ought to be granted 
to corporations by the Legislature. Now, sdme 
ae fellow sends to the State Auditor 
and gets a certificate of incorporation for a com- 

y todo whatever he pleases. Some other 
mpecunious fellow subscribes for the stock and 
— somebody finds the company indebted 
him. Nobody is responsible for the debts of 
the concern, for the impecunious fellow has sold 
his stock to some one else and nothing can be 
made off him. 


The present system is not altogether per- 
fect. Doubtiess some persons get charters 
who should not. But with its defects there 
are not a thousandth part as many frauds 
committed now as there were in the oid 
days when the labors of a session consisted 
of 3,000 pages of special acts and 100 of gen- 
erallaws. The members of the Legisiature 
were overwhelmed with private bills. They 
were pressed on them by political and pri- 
vate friends of whom they could not afford 
to Make enemies, and right or wrong they 
felt obliged to push them through. Each 
street-car company and large corporation in 
this city had memders enlisted in its 
service to smuggle through bills giv- 
ing it excessive and unjust  privi- 
leges or to ferret out and kill by fair means 
or foul bills that rival concerns might be 
seeking to through. Now a hundred ele- 
vated or street railways or gas companies 
may incorporate under the general law with 
the intention of doing business in this city, 
but they can do nothing till they have gone 
before the Council and obtained its permis- 
sion. Prior to 1870 thé nrunicipat authorities 
and the people were treated with equal con- 


again. There may be corporations which are 
irritated by the res 
applying to all, aud whieh remember with 
regret the good old times when they did not 
have to goto the taxpayers to acquire priv- 
ileges, but could buy them from the Legis- 
lature. But even to oblige the railways, or 


please the Gas Trust, which may want to buy 


a special franchise, we cannot allow the evil 
day of special bills to.come back. If it were 
now permissible to pess them the present 
Legislature, which has before it many mat- 
ters of grave moment, would drop them all 
and spend its entire time in rushing through, 
in tne old omnibus fashion, private acts for 
every object under the sun, except the bene- 
fit of the people at large. 


RUDOLF’S TRAGIC END. 

Little by little the story of the tragic death 
of the Austrian Crown Prince is being told. 
At tirst the cause of death was given out as 
heart-disease, then as apoplexy, then as brain 
trouble, then as suicide resulting from men- 
tal aberration, then as murder. Now it ap- 
pears he was killed in a duel with the hus- 
band of an Austrian Countess who had dis- 
covered him in a compromising situation 
with his wife, that the Emperor knew of the 
affair, and that he fully approved of the duel 
which has resulted in his son’s death. 

Thus das been developed. a sensation which 
illustrates afresh the truth of tiie old Persian 
poet’s discovery—that there is always a wom- 
an at the bottom of it. As a matter of fact, 
it would be difficult to follow the career of 
any ruler or scion of the House of Hapsburg 
without finding a woman mixed up in it. 
Royal houses in Europe have never had 
much moral regard for women, bat the House 
of Hapsburg has been conspicuous [for its 
want of principle in this direction. 

Only eight years ago the Crown Prince 
married the Princess Stephanie, the second 
cousin and the second daughter of the King 
of Belgium. Apparently it was a promising 
marriage. The Prince was a man of ability 
and of far more than the ordinary culture as 
Princes go. He was clever in many direc- 
tions, though eccentric and impulsive. He 
had been studious in his school years and 
had shown more than average talent in 
drawing, in music, in literature, and in nat- 
ural history. He had been a great traveler, 
an ardent sportsman, and a devoted student 
of the manners and customs as well as of 
the fauna and flora of the various countries 
he visited, and three or four well-written 
volumes bear witness to his scholarship. 
He was handsome, dashing, athletic, and 
adventurous. His bride, a girlof 16, was in 
every way worthy of what he appeared to 
be, beautiful, accomplished, sweet-natured, 
poetical in temperament, and, like her hus- 
band, fond of outdoor exercise and horse- 
manship. 

The Prince had been an assiduous lover, 
and all the fates seemed to smile upon the 
marriage, Which was celebrated with great 
pomp and brilliant pageantry. Their early 
married life was happy, and in 1883 a daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, was born. Shortly after this, 
as in the case of the King of Servia, the 
domestic skeleton appeared. The Prince’s 
devotion to other women became so marked 
as to create public scandal. The wife en- 
dured it as long as she could, but at last, 
like the Prince’s own mother before her, 
who quit the Emperor nearly a quarter of a 
century ago for similar reasons, she aban- 
doned her husband without notice, and after 
passing some time in the Island of Jersey 
went home to Belgium. Repeated efforts 
have been made by members of the royal 
families to reconcile her to ber busband, 
but she has never forgiven the indignities 
which have been heaped upon her, and of 
late has threatened judicial separation, 
breferring to abandon the prospects of 
Empress-ship rather than endure such 
a miserable existence. Meanwhile, if 
all reports are true, the Prince has not im- 
proved ip : net, but has gone on from 
bad to worse, until at last one of his liaisons 
has resulted in bis death, the husband of his 
paramour having killed him in a duel. Thus 
Austria loses a Crown Prince, and the suc- 
cession is diverted to the Emperor's brothers 
and their male children, though under the 
laws when the Emperor dies the sovereignty 
of Hungary will be vested in the little Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth. 1 

The loss of one or more Princes out of the 
House of Hapsburg is apparently a matter of 
little import. It is a scandalous, epileptic lot. 
and the children of the present heir-appar- 
ent, the Archduke Karl Ludwig, are reported 
to be quite as. profligate as any of the rest. 
In most respects the dead Crown Prince was 
in every way superior to the rest of his 
tribe, and it is possibie that Austria has lost 
a good Emperor, so far as sovereignty goes, 
if not a pattern of morality. It is to be con- 
ceded that he averaged up better than any of 
his predecessors, but so long as there is a 
Haps burg left it is probable he will come to 
some sensational end, and that there will be 
a woman at the bottom of it. In this case it 
may be said the Crown Prince made all the 
reparation he could, and the wronged hus- 
band had the right to exact the penalty. 


A SOCIAL NUISANCE. 

In many respects the follies ana foibles of 
human nature are not materially affected by 
altered modes of life and changed conditions 
of society. Horace describes the “ boisterous 
Thracian throng ’’ that “ fought o’er the bowl 
whose ruby flush was meant for laughter, 
love, and song” as something past and 
coarse compared with the aristocratic de- 
portment of Roman loungers, whose mirth, 
wit, and wine were presumably better than 
those of their rude progenitors, but who, 


while the FPalerman sparkled, quaffed the 


cup to vulgar tittie-tattie. Society no lounger 
decks its brows with ivy to enter the ban- 
quet room, nor reclines on festal couches 
while professional poets ‘‘fiing about their 
daring dithyramss.” But if the accessories 
have grown plainer and the costumes less 
‘decorative, the vices of the social state have 
suffered neither diminution nor change. 

In earlier periods of refined civilization 
men and women talked on occasions of recréa- 
tion about topics no longer deemed tolerabie, 
An Elizabeth was profane and scurrilous. A 
Mary railed when her blood was hot. As 
Queens set example dames followed, and the 
talk of the courts of the Georges in the 
earlier reigns would today be confiscated in 
the mails. But jn this again, while manners 
have gained in sobriety, it may well be 
doubted whether any substantial improve- 
ment has been effected in the morais of 
social conversation. In France the worst ex- 
cesses of the corrupt clique that hastenea the 
sovereigns to the guillotine and filled the 
palaces at Versailles with the fishmongers 
of Montmartre were open, shameless, and 
wanton. They were not expected to be 
either virtuous in private or decorous in pub- 
lic. In our ume women observe the exterior 
of decorum im society. Men are supposed to 
have found topics for talk in the multitude of 
books, the spread of information about sci- 
ence, the diffusion of taste for art. But 
what, in fact, do the clubs discuss! What is 
the real relation of polite society in its talk 
to the morality and dignity of a period that 
plumes itself upon being so much better in

they are disseminated in homes afterward. 
The evolution of slander finds its beginning 
too often in precincts that ought to be unim- 
pregnable. The idle club man ventures to 
hint to his vis-a-vis in the dining-room that 
the minister's daughter is likely to marry 
the briefless barrister who is seen occasion- 
ally in ner company. His vis-a-vis assumes 
that the spontaneous generation in the gos- 
sip’s brain is a protoplasm of knowledge. In 
truth be conjured it out of sheer speculation ; 
but it has already acquired the form of fact 
and is abroad through every room in the place 
before the lights are out. The homes of the 
men hear it before morning. The church 
sewing society gets it by noon. The after- 
noon tea takes it as sweetly as its sugar. 
The dinner makes dessert on it and the even- 
ing reception fixes the date, selects the trous- 
seau, and names the bridemaids. All this 
time the young lady is unconscious of the 
currency given to her name in an association 
impossible, possibly abhorrent, W hat began 
as conjecture often ends in downright scaa- 
dal; rumors of parental opposition are turned 
into covert insinuation of elopement; and 
this final invention realizes at last in an able- 
bodied falsehood alleging the actual occur- 
rence of an escapade. 

This is but a typical history of a pattern 
mischief. The consciousness of self-respect 
in discussing persons is so rarelf present in 
mere social levity that few are governed by 
its canons. Homes are thus invaded by libel. 
Reputations are wounded. Irreparable in- 
jury is frequently inflictea on the innocent 
and the helpless. The vice is the more rep- 
rehensible because in a time of universal 
culture it ought to be possible to make things 
instead of persons the topics of taik. Until 
some such standard is adopted, until men 
who gossip and women who repeat per- 
sonal aspersions are made to feel that 
they are despicable and unfit for 
social toleration, the pestilence will continue 
to prevail. Even the Thracians around Alex- 
ander’s chair whom the polished Greeks 
looked upon as barbarians observed the prin- 
ciple of speaking only in kinaness of the 
absent; and if any one violated this simple 
rule of decency he paid the penalty accord- 
ing to their code. The modern barbarian is 
considerably less than a Thracian; and polite 
society in great cities, while wearing vast 
pretensions of importance and distinction, is 
permeated by a vice that would have dis- 
graced the drawing-rooms of Messalina. 


AMENDING THE PATENT LAWS. 

The English and the American Patent 
Offices are based on radically different the- 
ories. The first issues patents to all who 
apply and lets them fight out the question of 
priority or meritin the courts. The second, 
when a man asks for a patent for a particu- 
lar device, looks up ail similar invenwons, 
not merely in this country, but all over the 
world, and if it finds that there is no novelty 
in the. alleged invention refuses letters 
patent. It was the intention when our patent 
system was devised that its findings should 
carry weight with them and should be prima 
facie evidence of a high character of the 
novelty and value of an invention. It was 
also thought that by this care in the granting 
of patents the public would be saved 
from expense and deception, as they would 
not be sued for infringing patents which 
should not have been granted, or be led into 
buying the right to inventions which were 
worthiess. There was from the beginning 
an appeal to the courts, and the right to the 
ownership of some of the most valuable pa- 
tents, such as those covering sewing ma- 
chines, reaping and mowing machines, and 
tne process of vyuléanizing rubber, was 
fought out there at an early day at great ex- 
pense. But there has doubtiess been much 
less litigation than would have been the case 
had the English rule been adopted. 

Now it is suggested that our system be 
changed. The New York World claims that 
reform is imperatively demanded in the 
Patent Office, that itis a dangerous institu- 
tion, that great frauds may be practiced by 
employés and remain undetected, that in- 
ventors are not protected, and, as they have 
to fight for their rights in the courts anyhow, 
the expense to which they are subjected in 
the Patent Office is so much money thrown 
away. It says poorly paid empioyés pass on 
questions involving millions, and that by 
giving private information to persons inter- 
ested in a particular class of inventions they 
can enable the latter to file applications 
which shall result in an “interference,” put- 
ting the poor inventor to such expense that 
he 16 finally frozen out” by a wealthier 
rival. It cannot be denied that there 
may be a certain measure of truth in this. 
Conditions have greatly changed since the 
Patent Office was established. There was 
then no corporation like the telephone com- 
pany, say, continually on the lookout to see 
that no devices which were of value to it, or 
which would interfere with its monopoly, 
slipped out of its hands into those of persons 
who might be inimical to its interests. There 
was then nothing like the fever of invention 
there now is. There were not so many men 
working at the same time to solve the same 
mechanical problems, The temptations to 
commit fraud in the Patent Office are a 
hundred times what they were once. 

But on the other hana it would be most 
unfair to assume that the Patent Office has 
been aden of thieves. The eximiners are 
not highly paid men, but they are men of 
education and of scientific training and are 
therefore jess likely to fall by the wayside. 
Then the future commercial value of an in- 
vention is something which few men, even 
among Patent Office employés, can estimate. 
Not one patent out of ten granted by the 
office, after the thorough examination it now 
makes, is worth what it costs. It never en- 
tered the head of the man who passed Whit- 
ney’s cotton gin appplication, or Blanchard’s 
turning lathe, or Goodyear’s vulcanizing 
process, or Bell’s telephone, that he was 
facilitating great industrial changesor build- 
ing up colossal fortunes. When we read 
about the protracted litigation over this or 
that patent we forget the thousands that 
have been granted without contest, and 
which have never been fought over in the 
courts. 

If our system should be changed, and there 
are some reasons why it may be deemed de- 
sirable, then perhaps it might be wise to fol- 
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No change should be made, however, till 
Congress has created that special court rec- 
ommended by Judge David Davis for the 


change would probably bring with it would 
swamp them utterly., Nor must it be forgot- 
ten that with a change or without it the poor 
inventor will never be on an equality with 
his richer competitor, who can spend ten dol- 
lars to his one, and use the law’s delays, as 
he may have used those of the Patent Office, 
to weary him out. |

THE VERESTCHAGIN EXHIBITION. 

The Trustees of the Art Institute have 
conferred upon Chicago and the West a 
great opportunity by bringing here the re- 
markable works of Vassili Verestchagin, the 
Russian artist and soldier. They constitute 
altogether the most comprehensive and va- 
ried expression of humat intelligence and 
executive power in art ever presented by 
any one man. Their scope is as wide as 
modern thought; their themes are those of 
the present time, their moral reach 1s large 
and keen, and their artistic quality, while 
not classic, is fine. There has been 
done to the artist an unintended wrong 
in associating his name with that of 
Munkacsy and other sensauonists. The dis- 
tanction ought to be made that the sensation- 
ism of Verestchagin’s work is in the sub- 
jects, notin the treatment; that of Munkacsy 
is largely in the spuriousness and glitter of 
the treatment. Verestehagin’s works may 
be divided into these classes: Huge scenic 
compositions whose moral purpose is to make 
repellent brutisuness, whether in the form 
of war, of social relations, or of morbid senti- 
ment; great landscapes which interpret the 
Hellenic spirit of art as applied to nature; 
architectural themes, Oriental and religious; 
and Oriental types of the human race. His 
brush is as adept as his themes are diverse; 
and those who seek his charms as an artist 
in the best sense will find them in his small 
pictures, whether architectural, landscape, 
or figures. 

One aspect of the exhibition which is apart 
from art is of great interest. It is the mani- 
festation these works afford of Russian 
progress and Russian sleth. They constitute 
a mirror of the country and expound in color 
the formidableness of the barrier that stands 
between that vast desert of civilization and 
Western sympathy. The majestic loveliness 
of the mountains finds its counterpart in the 
universal depression of the people. The 
brilliancy of this man’s imagination lias 
made the more impressive the apparently 
hopeless misery of a nation, whose life is an 
epic of despair. He has opened an almost 
infinite vista into the moral and ideal condi- 
tion of Russia as powerfully as her novelists 
have disclosed its sociological organism. 
The total absence of geniality, the pervad- 
ing dejection, the profound sorrow which 
animate these works are an impressive if 
painful picture of the colossal empire which 
Peter the Great founded upon the subjection 
of millions of human beings to natural and 
political conditions equally despotic and 
equally grinding.

THE CANADIAN PARLIAMENT. 


overnor General Stanley Opens a Session 
That Promises to Be Important, 
Ortawa, Ont., Feb. 1.—[New York Her- 
ald.|—The third session of the ninth Parlia- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada was opened 
yesterday by Lord Stanley of Preston, the 
Governor General. In his address he made 
the following reference to the fisheries ques- 


tion: 

It is to be regretted that the treaty con- 
cludéd between her Majesty and che Presi- 
dent of the United States for the adjustment 
of the questions which have arisen with ref- 
erence to the fisheries has not been sanc- 
tioned by the United States Senate, in whom 
power of ratification is vested, and that our 
legislation of last year on the subject is 
therefore moperative. It now only remaias 
for Canada to continue to maintain her 
rights, as prescrived by the convention of 
1818, until some satisfactory adjustment is 
arranged by treaty between the two nations. 
A measure will again be submitted to you to 
amend the acts respecting the electorai fran- 
chise for the purpose of simplifying the law 
of its operation.“ 

AN IMPORTANT SESSION. 

The session of Parliament promises to 
prove the most interesting since confedera- 
tion, Owing to the increasing attention de- 
voted to international matters, including 
trade relations between the United States 
and Canada. The Opposition, strengthened 
by gains in recent elections, has adopted a 
vigorous policy, and the debates promise to 
inpafcate the increasing strength of the an- 
nexation movement in Canada. The Liberal 
members, whofcrm the Opposition, support 
the bold policy of Mr. Erastus Wiman, and a 
number of them are secretly known to favor 
se tion from Great Britain. 

e Government naturally enough will 
have to stir up its followers, as a large num- 
ber of the Conservatives would welcome re- 
ciprocal trade concessions to the United 
States consistent with the dignity of Can- 
ada. The Opposition proposes to raise a big 
row over the dismissal of the Hon. William 

Collector of Customs at Halifax, N. S. 
Mr. s has been urged by the Liberal mem- 
bers to decline a superannuation grant, as 
they propose to reappoint him when they as- 
sume the reins of power. 

Parliament will have to consider 100 appli- 
cations for private bills, apart from the pub- 
lic measures to be introduced by the Govern- 
“ment. Half a score of railways are seeking 
incorporation, which indicates that the Ca- 
nadian Northwest is filling up. The Northern 
Pacific Railway is included in the list.

BAD WATER AND FILTH. 


‘CAUSE OF LAKE vIEW's EPIDEMIC OF 
FEVER SEEN AT A GLANCE, 


| The Wonder Is That the City Is Not One 


Vast Hospital—Physicians Declare That 
the Cases Number at Least 500—The 
Water System—Dr. Sieber’s Position— 
Filthy Condition of Alieys and Vacant 
Lots—The Subject in the Courts. 


As the facts relative to the Lake View 
water-works system are brought to light the 
wonder becomes not that this suburb has 
an epidemic of fever but that the town has 
not become one vast hospital. Incompetency 
and negligence are charitable terms to apply 
to the management of the authorities respon- 
sible for the existing state of affairs. 

With over a score dead and hundreds sick 
with malarial- fever one would suppose that 
Dr. Siever would be considerably exercised 
over the matter. It would be supposed that 
anxious days and sleepless nights would be 
spent in devising and executing plans to 
check the spread of the fever. With 50,000 
people in dread of the disease, with the sew- 
ers reeking with poison, contaminated water 
flowing through the mains, and the germs of 
fever wafted on every breeze, what is Dr. 
Siever doing? 

Dogging the steps of TrrsuNne reporters 
and causing the arrest of citizens who have 
dared to publiciy protest against the out- 
rageous sanitary condition of Lake View. 

Two weeks ago THe TRIBUNE called atten- 
tion to the fact that an abnormal number of 
cases of typhoid and malarial fever existed 
in Lake View. No investigation by reporters 
had been made, and the facts were stated as 
an item of news. The following day Dr. 
Siever, Lake View’s City Physician and 
Health Commissioner, was called on. In an 
interview he denied that any unusual num- 
ber of fever cases existed in Lake View. He 
declared that in that particular Lake View 
was as healthy as Chicago. What little dis- 
ease existed should be attributed to the 
warm winter weatner. 

THE EPIDEMIC AND ITS CAUSE. 

A searching investigation by TRIBUNE re- 
porters revealed a startling condition of af- 
fairs. Every practicing physician mn Lake 
View was overwhelmed with work, several 
having as many as thirty cases on their 
hands. A partially complete record of pa- 
tients sick with fever more or iess of a 
typhoid character swelied the list to nearly 
400. Skilled and well-informed physicians 
declared that the number would exceed 500. 
To the majority of the citizens of Lake View 
these facts came as a revelation. They 
all knew of cases in their own neigh- 
borhood, but had no idea of the ex- 
tent of the epidemic. They had received 
no warning from the city officials, and the 
local papers were singularly silent on the 
subject. The increasing frequency with 
which the sombre funeral procession passed 
through the streets was attributed to an 
increased death rate in Chicago. 

Driven into a corner and forced to say 
something, Dr. Sieber raised the cry that 
Tue TRIBUNE was misrepresenting the facts 
for the purpose of booming the sentiment in 
favor of annexation. 

When the old system of water-works was 
found inadequate to meet the wants of an 
increasing population new pumping engines 
were purchased and two pipes extended into 
the lake—one 2,000 and the other 1,700 feet. 
The engines had a capacity of 19,500,- 
000 gallons, but the wise heads which 
devised the system laid pipes with a capacity 
less than 9,000,000 gallons, thus destroying 
over half of the efficiency of the engines. No 
provision was made for protecting the pipes 
against anchor ice, and the warmest winter 
on record was cold enough to check the in- 
fiux of water with anchor ice. In this emer- 
gency Engineer Parker of the water-works 
had recourse to an expedient which was the 
undoubted cause of an epiaemic of fever. In- 
stead of taking immediate steps to clear 
away the anchor ice he opened the valve 
connecting with a large pipe extending 150 
feet into the lake and in afew hours sent a 
stream of filth through every water pipe in 
Lake View. 

To properly understand the enormity of 
this blunder a description of the surround- 
ings is necessary. The 150-foot pipe termin- 
ates withm a few feet of a breakwater, 
which, while erected to protect the aajacent 
shore, also serves admirably as an obstruc- 
tion to retard and collect any floating sub- 
stances. : 

City Engineer H. C. Leach was interviewed 
yesterday at the Lake View City Hall. He 
attempted to*excuse Parker on the ground 
that the city was threatened with a water 
famine, owing to the anchor ice. 

„% What are you doing now to prevent the 
formation of anchor ice!“ 

“ We have a tugboat over the inlet de the 
pipes, with men to keep them clear.” 

„Would you drink the water from the 150- 
foot pipe?’ 

„I would not,” said Mr. Leach, after a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. He explained that the 
use of the tugboat had been adopted in self- 
defense.“ A tunnel had been projected and 
would soon be built, 5,000 feet into the lake, 
at a cost of $160,000. 

DR. SIEBER ANGRY. 

“JT have nothing to say,” exclaimed Dr. 
Sieber hotiy, when approached by a report- 
er. He then proceeded to relieve his mind 
by abusing Tue TrisuNe and the reporters 
who had invaded his domain. 

„ have had my assistants follow them re- 
porters up,“ said Dr. Sieber after spending 
half an hour in general denunciation of nis 
critics. “We have followed them every- 
where they went, ana I would like to see 
them call on those doctors again. They 
would get a warm reception.” 

What are you doing to stop the spread of 
the epidemic?” = 

“There is no epidemic. I have as many 
cases of typhoid-fever the other side of Ful- 
lerton avenue as this side. There is a little

charge that it is contaminated by the Marine 
Hospital is absurd. That sewerage is disin-

I repeat, I have never seen a garbage 
wagon in Lake View, and I have employed 
counsel to coliect evidence that there are 
none—or, if there are, that they don’t do 
their work. 

The truth is, the suit is an effort to intith- 
idate me, It means that I must keep silent. 
The authorities have presumed that I will 
shut up rather than undergo the incon- 
venience of a trial. But more than 
personal convenience is at stake. I have 
‘property in Lake View which is depreciating 
in value owing to the condition of affairs. I 
have a family there whose health is in 
danger. And in this matter I may say I rep- 
resent every citizen of the town who is not a 
politician. Such is the state of things in 
Lake View that I have become convinced 
that speedy annexation is the only salvation 
of the town.” 

Mr. brown also reiterated the statement 
that he had never seen a garbage cart in 
Lake View. 

„1 have seen them often,” he said. on 
the south side of Fullerton avenue, but not 
once north of the line. On the trial of my 
case, which comes up on the 9th, I will prove 
that the town officials are themselves in the 
habit of dumping the refuse from their 
houses into the alleys.

He 
said yesterday afternoon: 

“If Mr. Brown and Mr. Golay want com- 
pany in court they can get it in hgh official 
circles. Back of Ald. John McConnell’s 
house on Hawthorne piace, between Nevada 
and Newport, the garbage is piled up three 
feet bigh. It's just as bad behind B. F. Mo- 
Connell's, next door. In the rear of the row 
of houses belonging to the McCormick 
estate on the south side of Dunning 
street east of Sheffield, the refuse is 
banked up until a garbage wagon 
could hardly get through if it tried. 
The alley between Orchard and Burling and 
Wrightwood and Sherman is lined with filthy 
heaps. Even back of the nice houses ou 
Deming court, near Clark, are piles of ref- 
use. Ihave seen manure unloaded on the 
vacant lot in front of School No. 4 and per- 
mitted to stay. 

Mr. Otto multiplied the nauseous instances 
until he had cited one in every part of Lake 
View. He concluded: 

“Housekeepers are not to blame for the 
condition of the alleys in the rear of their 
houses. The townis. This town is rotten.” 

The reporter made a tour of Lake View. 
He saw the evidence of the truth of Mr. 
Otto’s, and Mr. Goldy’s, and Mr. Brown’s 
statements. Mounds of mingled ashes, cab- 
bage, scraps of meat—worse—dotted every 
alley. Sprawling masses of refuse, dumped 
from adjoining houses, were leaning against 
fences on the sides of vacant lots. Along 
many side streets a sickening odor met the 
nostrils.

Mr. Blaine has at last secured the residence 
which he is to occupy as Secretary of State. 
Itis the old Seward house, as it is generally 
known, a large old-fashioned three-story and 
attic house at the east end of Lafayette 
square, about forty rods from the Executive 
Mansion. It has a gabie roof and huge 
double chimneys built outside the walls, in 
the Southern style. It is a dingy-looking 
place, but has a good deal of room; and its 
pariors, while not magnificent, will do quite 
well for ceremonial purposes. There are 
servants’ quarters in the rear of the house, 
which materially add to the room which the 
family may use. This house Mr. has 
leased for ten years at an am ul rental of 
$2,700, the owner paying the taxes. About 
$10,000 will have to be spent in repairs. Mr. 
Blaine had hoped to secure the Corcoran 
mansion, which Webster occupied while 
Secretary of State under Harrison the first, 
but the executors wanted Mr. Blaine to buy 
the house every year, which was the true 
signiticance of the rental placedon it by 
them. It was the modest sum of $20,000a 
year. It is a fine old mansion, but Mr. 
Blaine did not care to pay so large a sum for 
the privilege of living in it. PENA 
The house which Mr. Blaine has leased 

the scene of many vicissitudes and trage- 
dies. It is one of the oldest houses in Washb- 
ington and one of the most famous. It was 
built a half century ago by Commodore 
Rogers for his own use. After his death it 
became a fashionable boarding-house and 


then a club-house. In the old days there 


were many revelries in these old walls, and 
it was from an upper window of this club- 
house that Philip Barton Key carried on his 
handkerchief flirtation with the wife of Dan- 
iel Sickles, who was living in the equaily ta- 
mous Stockton-Sickles house on the west 
end of the square. The trees in Lafayette 
square were not then grown so tall as to in- 
terfere with the pastime which ended in 
tragedy. It was almost in front of Mr. 
Blaine’s new house that Sickles shot Key, 
and into the club-house the wounded man 
was carried. The trunk of the tree againat 


which Key fell stil] stands a latle way from 


Blaine's door. 

The site of this house was formerly a 
graveyard and -it has had more than its 
share of tragedies. Here Secretary Seward 
lived for eight years and dispensed elegant 
hospitality. Herehe and his son were stabbed 
by Booth’s co-conspirator, Payne. After the 
recovery of the father and son Mr. Seward’s 
only daughter, a lovely and brilliant girl, who 
had been her father’s confidante and coun- 
selor and who had witnessed the attack 
upon his life, sickened and died. 

But the old house has never grown lonely. 
The next winter after the death of 
Miss Seward had darkened | 
and left Mr. 
duughterless, Gen. Belknap took the 
ace and made it the scene of social gayety. 
This was for but a single season. Then Mrs. 
Belknap, a young wife and mother, passed 
away after a short iliness. The house has 
never since been gay. It next became a 
boarding-house, but its keéper sunk into 
bankruptcy.

O’BRIEN’S LIFK IN JAIL. 


The Irish Leader Said to Have Been Sub- 


jected to Brutal Treatment. 

Donix, Feb. 2.—Mr. Thomas Sexton yes- 
terday telegraphed to Mr. Balfour, Chief 
Secretary of Ireland, saying that the treat- 
ment to which Mr. William O’Brien had 
been subjected during his incarceration in 
the Clonmel Jail nad excited intense disgus t 
in Ireland. Mr. Sexton said that thirty-rix 
hours Mr. O’Brien bad remained naked, and 
is now speechless, The prison officials, con- 
sidering Mr. O’Brien to be in a critical 
condition, telegraphed to Mr. Balfour for 
orders. Mr. Sexton therefore urged Mr. 
Balfour to issue orders that the treatment of 
Mr. O’Brien be at once stopped, and warned 
him that the public anger was rapidly near- 
ing a point where restraint would be impos- 
sibie. Mr. Balfour did not reply, and Mr. 
Sexton sent a messenger to the vice-regal 
lodge at 2 o’clock this morning witu a re- 
quest for an answer. After the messenger 
had rung several times Mr. Balfour appeared 
and calied the man a cur and declared 
he would not answer Mr. Sexton’s message. 
He also censured the policeman on duty at 
the loage for allowing people to disturb him. 

Arrangements are being made for the holda- 
ing of meetings everywhere in Ireland to ex- 
press indignation at the treatment of Mr. 
O'Brien. 

Mr. Balfour says that he did not use the 
language attributed to him by Mr. Sexton’s 
messenger. In fact, he did not see the mes- 
senger at all, and the couversation relative 
to Mr. O’Brien took piace between his (Mr. 
Baifour’s) secretary and the messenger. The 
jail officials at Clonmel today deny that Mr. 
O’Brien is speechless. They state, on the 
contrary, he was quite well last night and is 
80 today.

prison garb and consented to callin another 
physician for a consultation on Mr. O’Brien’s 
condition. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS.

THE GERMAN FOREIGN SECRETARY 
ON THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 


He Gives Audierce to an American Corre- 
spondent, Tells Him That Germany 
Aims Only to Preserve Peace, That & 
Quiet Exchange of Views Between the 
Powers Interested Win Settle the Af- 
fair, and Says the Whole Business Isn’t 
Worth Getting Excited Over.

Beruin, Feb. 2.—A correspondent had to- 
day the honor of being received in private 
audience by Count Bismarck- Schönhausen, 

Secretary of State in the German Ministry 

of Foreign Affairs. His Excellency receiyed 

the newspaper man this forenoon in his study 
in what used to be Prince Bismarck's private 
residence, but which is now occupied by the 


Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

One is obliged to traverse several placidly 
furnished ante-rooms, where the sound of 
footsteps is completely deadenea by the 
thickness of the Smyrna carpets, and the 


maps suspenced on the walls. Through 
heavily padded folding-doors one 
enters a spacious study, the windows 
of which open on a court-yard where a 
majestic walnut tree spreads out its now 
leafless branches, while from behind a rough 
board fence magnificent old trees in the gar- 
den form a background. Between two win- 
dows towards the middle of the 
room is a great broad desk entirely 
covered with documents, red and blue 
portfolios, letters, papers and dispatches. 
There is a round table with a few chairs 
placed in front and a rather old-fashioned 
sofa. A broad chaise lounge extends into the 
room from the other. The oniy other furni- 
ture in the room are bookcases and paper- 
stands. Over the mantel piece is a large 
83 of the Prince Chancellor signed 

y bimself. 

In this room are the ends of the threaas by 
which the foreign policy of the German Em- 
pire is set in motion, aud here an amount of 
work is mastered that would greatiy overtax 
the strength of many. Count Herbert Bis- 
marck-Schinhausen 13 considered one of the 
hardest workers among the officials, and in 
Berlin, the city of hard workers, that is say- 
ing a good deal. Work begins with him 
at the ear hours of the morning. 
and he rarely ends his toil before mid- 
night. The Count carries nothing over to 
the morrow. In addition, his social duties 
take up a great deal of his time. He is con- 
stantly entertaining, and he is an amiable 
host anda most lively, interesting compan- 
ion. His invitations are numbered among 
the most welcome social prizes by those fort- 
unate enough to have secured the entrée at 
his house. 

The parliamentary soirées inaugurated at 
his cheerful bachelor home this winter are 
the social events of the Berlin season. The 
leaders of the German and Prussian official 
worid, the most distinguished representatives 
of the army and navy, and the highest 
court functionaries give rendezvous 
at his house to representatives of 
ail parties in the Reichstag and 
Prussian Landtag. Around those numerous 
little tables crystallize little groups of men 
whose views coincide, holding lively discus- 
sions on the events of the day. The most 
exquisite viands, an excellent cellar, and the 
choicest cigars are there to satisfy the ma- 
terial wants of the guests. These entertain- 
ments last as a rule until the we sma’ 
hours of the morning. 

THE GERMAN POLICY. 


His Excellency was gracious enough to ac- 
cede to the request that he explain the posi- 
tion taken by the German Government in the 
Samoan question. What hesaid was, in sub- 
stance, as follows: 

Public opinion m Germany is not as ex- 
cited over the Samoan question, as is shown 
4 stand taken by the German press. 

e German Government never allowed tue 
jeast doubt to obscure the fact that 
all that was desired in Samoa was 
to uphold the lawful and orderly 
state of things hitherto existing, together 
with a maintenance of peace, order, and 
quiet. Certain coteries, who from interested 
motives sought to cast suspicion on the plain 
straightforward purpose of the German Gov- 
ernment, would certainly not find be- 
lievers among  sensibie ple, for it 
is one of the most important dis- 
tinctive traits of the German police 
that the game is played cartes sur table.“ 
that en ments are honoradly carried out 
and subterfuge avoided. This distinctive 
traitis admitted by the whole world, and 
cannot again be made the subject of dispute. 
The whole world knows that when Germany 
says black or white, black or white it means. 
In the Samoan question, too, Germany plays 
without secret motive. 

THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 

At Washington in the summer of 1887 Ger- 
many, toge.cnper with the United States of 
North America and Great Britain, tried to 
come to an agreement by which the joint in- 
terests of the three Powers might be made 
secure in these islands, but this 
conference concluded its labors and ad- 
journed without having obtained any deti- 
nite result. Thereis no treaty concerning 
Samoa in existence either between the 
United States and Germany or between the 
United States and Greut Britain. The 
treaties were between the United States, 
Germany, and Eagland on one hand and 
the Samoans. The upholding of these 
treaties is therefore a matter of equal impor- 
tance to all interestad. 

The worst feature in the case is that in 
Samoa whatever Government was at tne 
head of affairs seemed tq be tottering to ics 
fail. The same phenomena have shown 
themselves there as have been observed 
for centuries in other islands of 
the South Sea group. The savage inhab- 
itants mere have no conception of 
respect for and subordination to constituted 
authority. Alwavs at feud among them- 
selves, the strongest conquers and rules; but 
only untila stronger comes—that is, until a 
superior force of natives, who have never 
been accustomea to be ruled by a compatriot 
whom they consider not one whit supe- 
rior to themselves, combine against him. 
These mutual quarrels had formerly less sig- 
nificance as long as they were fought out 
with spears and arrows, but the more tne 
natives feit the contact of civilization, the 
more they equipped themselves with powder 
and muskets, some of them of the percus- 
sion cap pattern, the bloodier the battles 
became, and the more rapid became the 
succession of conquerors and rulers, to the 
1 detriment, naturally, of the civil 
ized residents on the islands. This was tue 
case in Samoa. 

THE NATIVE WARFARE. 

Malietoa, in his time, made war for Tama- 
sese, and now Mataafe, formerly one of Malie- 
toa’s bitterest enemies, seeks in his turn to 
overthrow Tamasese. The battles that ensued 
were fatal to European and American inter- 
ests in the islands. It is impossible fully to 
picture to oneself the present. condition of 
affairs. there. Exhaustive reports will only 
reach here about the middle of February. 
Telegrams were at hand, but they are in 
cipher, and had been partialiy mutilated on 
the way, so that no reliable opinion could be 
formed from them. It was, as a matter of 
course, the duty of the German Government 
to interfere to protect the interests of Ger- 
mans, inasmuch as they were menaced dur- 
ing the fieht that took place. In so doin 
of course the interests of me European an 
American settlers had to be considered. It is 
known that the interests of the German 
traders and planters there greatly out- 
weighed those of other nationalities. Ger- 
many has been attacked there by rebels, but 
the object of Germany’s en action of 
repression can and should only be for the 
sole exclusive purpose of restoring public 
order, quiet, peace.

POPE’S ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


Impossible to Get Authentic Information 
from the Seat of Trouble. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Feb. 2.—[Special.]— 
The interest in the attempted assassination 
of Pope continues unabated and is more than 
ever the topic of conversation, from the fact 
that no news can be had from Madison, the 
seat of trouble. No messages have been re- 
ceived, although several attempts have been 
made to getafull report of the trouble. 
A resident of Madison was here this 
morning, but he refused to utter a word to 
the local reporters, saying that his life would 
not be worth a cent if he talked too much. 


He added that the people there knew that 


he was here and if anything got out it would 
be laid to him. He returned home at once to 
save himself from suspicion. 

Pope’s family are here, and Mrs. Pope, who 
did not hear of the trouble till late last night, 
was almost wild over the impending’ danger 
to which her husband was exposed. He tele- 
graphed her at a late hour that he was all 
right, but she was greatly worried and came 
down late to the newspaper offices to see if 
any news had been received.

COL. F. A EASTMAN FAILS. 


A Receiver Appointed for the Company of 
Wich He Is President. 

Rockrond, III., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—Col. F. 
A. Eastman, well known to Chicago people, is 
having considerable financial trouble with his 
paper, the 7ridune, in Los Angeles, Cal. Four 
yearsago he came to this city trom Chicago 
and purchased a half interest in the Gazette 
establishment. From here he went to Utica, 
N. V., where be conducted a labor sheet 
called the ress, of which he was 
editor; and from this latter place he 
went to Los Angeles, purchasing a 
controlling interest in the Tribune. He 
was elected President of the company. 
The office was fitted up in an elegant man- 
ner. When the bottom dropped out of Los 
Angeles the Tribune also fell. This, with the 
presses, safe, type, and other articles, was 
attaghed by the Sheriff. F. F. Elliott & Co. 
of Chicago are creditors to the amount of 
$2.500 for paper. The total liabilities are 
about $50,000. 

The Los Angeles Times, in speaking of a 
forged note which Eastman claims he has 
found, quotes him as saying: 

‘*Why, if there is such a note in existence 

it is a forgery, for I never heard of such a 
note in my life before, and my name was 
signed by some other person than myseif 
and without my authority. I knew that the 
Tribune Company owed Elliott & Co. a big 
sum for paper, but I never knew until this 
moment that a note with my name had been 
given them.” 
Col. Eastman filed his application fora re- 
ceiver with the County Clerk yesterday 
morning through his attorneys, Herndon, 
Cain & Garrison, and the case was assigned 
to Judge Vandyke’s department of the Su- 
perior Court. 


NO ACTION YET TAKEN AGAINST MOORE. 


The Company Was Infatusted with Him— 
New Misdeeds Coming to Light. 

INDIANAPOLIs, Ind., Feb. 2.—The insurance 
company, so far as can be learned, has done 
nothing toward running down Moore, the 
defaulter. They have not opened commuai- 
cation with the Montréal police or detectives. 

A business-man who has had extensive 
dealings with the company says that Presi- 
dent Greene was fairly infatuated with 
Moore and absolutely refused to listen to 
anything against him. He says: When 
Mr. Greene came on here Moore took 
him to his house and entertained 
him in royal style. He told his superior 
glowing stories of the profitable investments 
which he had made, and Col. Greene believed 
them all.

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| GERMANY IN THE PACIFIC. 


BISMARCK’S COLONIZATION POLICY 
SHOWING ITSELF. 


Germans in Supreme Control of the Mar- 
shall Islands and Seizing Upon Every- 
thing in Sight—The Need of an Ameri- 
can Navy—Australia Protests Against 
the Encroachments as Threatening— 
Bismarck’s Proposed Conference. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 2.—The schooner 
Dashing Wave arrived here today. The 
Captain, William Chipman, reports. having 
left Juluit, Marshall Islands, Dec. 22. The 
time consumed in the passage was thirty- 
nine days. The Dashing Wave brings a 
cargo of copra and toano logs. Capt. Chip- 
man says all the territory in that part of the 
world is being rapidly brought under Ger- 
man influence. Pleasant Island, lying about 
1° south of the equator in 168° east, has been 
seized by Germany. Every rocky point and 
every reefis an object of interest to Ger- 
many, and soon becomes involved in some 
scheme which results in its seizure. 

Matters in the Marshall group are quiet, as 
there is no opportunity for them to be other- 
wise, the authority of Germany being su- 
preme. Capt. Chipman ciaims commerce is 
hampered by excessive charges and useless 
restrictions, On entering the harbor Chip- 
man states that no pilot came aboard till his

SAMOA IN CONGRESS, 


The House Promptly Votes $100,000 for a 
Coaling Station at Pago- Pago. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—The Heuse to- 
day passed the Naval Appropriation bill, 
with an amendment appropriating $100,000 
for the establishment of a coaling station at 
Pago-Pago, Samoa. There was considerable 
debate, in which several Congressmen ex 
pressed their views on the Samoan question 
and the necessity of the United States hav- 
ing a first-class navy to protect the interests 
of its citizens in foreign lands. 

Mr. Herbert was especially eulogistic of 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, and said that 
enough had been shown to demonstrate tlilat 
dynamite guns were to be efficient weapons, 
especially on land. Whether they would be 
Big any Pe eee at sea was not yet assured. 

r. McAdoo of New Jersey said the thanks 
of the people of the United States were due 
not only to the present head of the Navy De- 
partment, butto the Committee on Naval 
Affairs for the efforts they had made to 
build up the navy. 

The recent troubles in Samoa, he said, had 
made the country painfuily aware of the 
needs of the naval service, and of the $400,- 
000.000 wasted in wooden ships and smooth- 
bore guns. It had been made humiliatingly 
aware of its inferiority as a naval Power to 
the least of the naval Powers of Europe. The 
rights of American citizens had been disre- 

arded by a foreign nation. Our flag had 

u ruthlessly trampled upoa by an invad- 
ng bose upon a peaceful island. 

r. McAdoo Paid a high tribute to the in- 
ventive genius of Representative Thomas of 
Illinois, as evinced in the designing of a 
cruiser that promised to ‘excel any boat of 
like size ever built in Europe. 

So far as the Samoan question was con- 
cerned, the first thing which Congress should 
do was to ascertain all the facts. If Ameri- 
can citizens had been out if American 
property had been injured, if any American 
right had been infringed, then it was the 
duty of this Government, in the name of our 

ople and strength, resolutely and calmly, 

ut stubbornly, to assert that right, resur- 
rect the privileges taken from us, even if we 
do it at the cannon's mouth. 

He regretted that Prince Bismarck had 
seen fit to follow the nefarious colonizing 
policy of other European nations. That was 
to encourage strife among the people of a 
country they desired to acquire—and then 
under cover ot protecting their own inter- 
ests step in and steal on the land which God 
bad given to the people of the country. Bis- 
marck seemed to have made up his mind that 
it would be to the advantage of Germany to 
take these islands. Perbaps we could not 
have had anything to say to that under or- 
dinary circumstances; the United States was 
not a knigut errant going about the world to 
succor distressed and oppressed peoples. 
But we had a treaty with the people of 
Samoa. 

Mr. McAdoo said there would be no war 
unless we lay down and let Bismarck walk 
over us. The remedy for these insults 
would be found in a strong navy. 
not permit the growth of monarchical insti- 
tutions in South America. We could not 
permit the wholesale, unjustifiable, and un- 
justified acquisition of foreign power in 
that country. 


PROTEST FROM AUSTRALIA, 


Objecting to Germany's Encroachments in 
the Pacific. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 2.—The Secretary 
of State to-day received a cable message from 
Mr. McCoppin, United States Commissioner 
to the Melbourne Exposition, saying that the 
Federal Council of Australia has adopted an 
address to the Crown viewing with deep 
anxiety recent eveats in Samoa, and favor- 
ing treaties guaranteeing independence in 
Samoa, and also expressing the opinion that 
foreign dominion of Samoa endangers the 
safety of Australia. Secretary Bayard said 
today that he regarded this action as im- 
portant, inasmuch as it indicated that the 
people of the Australian colony lookea at the 
situation pretty much in the same light as 
the American people do, and were not dis- 
posed to look favorably upon foreign en- 
croachments in their vicinity. 


THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE, 


Bismarck’s Communication Not Yet Re- 
ceived by Secretary Bayard. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 2.—Secretary 
Bayard said this afternoon that he had not 
yet received the proposition from Prince 
Bismarck for a conference in regard to Sa- 
moan affairs, but thought it wouid arrive in 
a few days. It would, of course, he said, be 
forwarded through the German Minister 
here. “There is one thing,” said the 
Secretary, that I think ought to be 
made clear in regard to Prince 
Bismarck’s instructions to the Ger- 
man Consul at Samoa to withdraw his de- 
mand for the coutrol of the islands, and that 
is this: The communication of Bismarck to 
Count Areo, the German Minister, announc- 
ing his action, anticipated my telegram to 
Minister Pendleton, saying that the United 
States would not recognize the maPtial law 
declared by the German Consul, It was, 
therefore, not a reply to my telegram, but an 
anticipation. In other words, Prince Bis- 
marck sent his message to Count Arco before 
Mr. Pendleton received the message from

CONSUL SEWALL SHUT OUT. 


Good Reason to Believe He Will Not Re- 
turn to Samoa. 

Wasnuinoron, D. C., Feb. 2.—Consul Gen- 
eral Sewall is still in the city. He declines 
to state his reasons for delaying his depart- 
ure for Samoa, but it is learned from sources 
deemed trustworthy that he had made ail 
preparations to leave Washington for San 
Francisco at 8 o’clock Friday afternoon, but 
that at about noon of that day he received a 
note from Assistant Secretary Rives asking 
him to call at the State Department, which 
he did, and was then told by Mr. Rives that 
he was to delay his departure.

THE NEW NAVY BILL. 


Two More War Vessels Authorized and 
Plenty of Money for Those Building. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 31.—Secretary 
Whitney’s vigorous management of the Navy 
Department, which has been one of the best 
features of the outgoing Admmistra tion, is 
once more seen in his liberal estimates for 
the final appropriation of his official term. 
The House Naval Committee has responded 
with its customary reliance on his good judg- 
ment and patriotic purpose by reporting a 
bill which is likely to exceed by over $1,000,- 
000 the one passed last year. Money judi- 
ciously laid out for the public defense, to 
insure the protection of the lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens in other lands and to 
sustain the honor of the flag, will not be 
grudged by the people. 

The most noticeable provisions in the pend- 
ing bill are those for increasing the naval es- 
tablishment. It is proposed to build by con- 
tract an armored steel monitor of not less 
than 3,000 tons displacement at a cost-not ex- 
ceeding $1,500,000, exclusive of armament, ac- 
. pians and specifications to be fur- 
nished by Congressman Thomas of Illinois. 
The engines ot this vessel must develop 7,500 
indicated horse power, and she must show on 
trial a maximum speed of not less than seven- 
teen knots per hour. The extra sum of $50,000 
is to be paid for each quarter knot in excess 
of the contract speed, and the same sum is to 
be deducted for each quarter knot of defi- 
ciency. This is the novel type of partly sub- 
merging monitor which has had the approval 
of the leading experts in the navy bureaus. 

A second vessel authorized by the bill is an 
additional gunboat of the Vesuvius type, 
which is to have a speed of not less than 
twenty one knots an hour, with coal-carryin 
capacity enabling her to keep the seas for fif- 
teen days at ten knots. Sheis to be armed 
with two pneumatic guns of 15-inch calibre, 
and to be fitted for such other armament 
as the Secretary may prescribe. The trial 
trip of the Vesuvius shows that this speed 
can easily be obtained. The proper viso 
is made that a satisfactory test shall first 
have been exhibited by the guns of tne Ve- 
suvius, mounted on thas vessel. It is already 
known that the pneumatic gun is absolutely 
safe, and that it can throw shells contain- 
ing 500 pounds of dynamite to the distance 
ofamile. But it is not yet known exactly 
how much accuracy can be counted upon at 
that distance when the guns are afloat. This 
point is all the more desirable to ascertain 
since the guns are fixed in the vessel, and 


hence must be aimed by the expedient of di- 


recting them with the aia of the vessel’s 
helm. Besides, there is no horizontal firing 
forthe pneumatic tube, but its elevation at 
an angle of about eighteen degrees gives it 
a mortar-like fire quite different from that of 
a heavy rifled gun at chat range. Then the 
time of flight of the projectile at the dis- 
tance of a mile was found by the late trial to 
be about twelve seconds, which is an item to 
be considered with hos vessels un- 
der steam. The breadth of the hostile 
vessel, too, is represented by a space only 
fifty or sixty feet wide, so that great accuracy 
will be necessary, with all these drawbacks, 
in order to make the new gun as efficient 
when infinenced by the motion of the sea as 
itis already known to beon land. However, 
the modern methods of using electricity in 
directing the discharge of guns must prove 
a great help, and the pending bill makes am- 
1 provision that the pneumatic device shall 
rr afloat before a second

The maximum price ailowed for the new 


craft is $450,000, and this is only just, since 
it is understood that money was lost on the 
construction of the first vessel at $350,000. 

There are other items that deserve atten- 
tion in the new Navy bill. The sum of 
$3,500,000 is os for new vessels, 
begun or authorized, and $1,650,000 more for 
their armament and armor. The sum of 
$625,000 is set apart for the ordnance shops 
of the Washington Navy Yard. In view of 
the needs of the hour the usual amount for 
the repair of vessels is increased to $1,000,000, 
and $150,000 of this is made immediately 
available. All the navy yards receive hberai 
appropriations, among these being 640,000 
for improving Whitney Basin at the Brook- 
lyn Yard. © sum of $240,000 is devoted to 
the new naval observatory, and four new 
steam-tugs are to be built. 

The various provisions of this bill show 
that Secretary Whitney has exercised care- 
fui forethought for his successor, who will 
find plenty of means at his disposal for con- 
tinuing without interruption the werk so 
well carried on during the last four years.

TWO MEN KILLED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


A Steamboat Boiler Blows Up at Pittsburg 
with Fatal Results. 

Pittssure, Pa., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—A rum- 
bling, a roar, and a mighty report shook’ the 
earth about Pittsburg today. People. within 
a mile of Eleventh street and the rivér were 
staggered by the concussion. Natural 
gas” was the first terse explanation. 
That impression was wrong. It was steam 
which had suddenly blown two lives into 
eternity, injured three other persons and re- 
duced two steamboats to kindling wood. 
The killed were: Robert Cochrane, fireman 
of the Two Brothers, and George Wilson, 
engineer of the Return. The injured were 
John Breen, deckhand of the Return, badly 
scalded; Capt. H. H. Huling of the Two 
Brothers, bruised and ed; Wiliam 
Tower of the Two Brothers, injured by fiy- 
ing débris. 

The explosion occurred shortly after 1 
o’clock this afternoon. The vessels were 
employed in transferring cars from the 
Pittsburg & Western Railroad, and were 
lying at the foot of Kleventh street. The 
crews had just sat down to dinner when the 
boilers of the Two Brothers biew up. The 
concussion was terrific. Both vessels were 
literally reduced to kindling wood, and the 
men were thrown into the air. Some of 
them went into the river and the others 
landed on tha dismantied deck of the Re- 
turn. The Two Brothers floated down the 
river about fifty yards and sunk. The Re- 
turn, although completely dismantled, re- 
mained afloat. 


AN ENTIRE FAMILY DROWNED.

PRINCE RUDOLF WAS KILLED BY A 


WRONGED HUSBAND. 


The Identity of the Prince’s Slayer Not Yet 
Established, Though It Is Thought That 
Prince Auersberg Was the Man Who 
Fired the Fatal Shot—A Rumor That 
the Latter Has Committed Suicide—A 
Serpsational Tale Involving Count Gal- 
las—The Fate of Bismarck’s Enemies.

Paris, Feb. 2.—A few minutes after the 
discovery of the Crown Prince’s corpse 
stretched on the bed, and with the whole of 
the back of the skull shattered by the bullet, 
Count Hoyos, Duke Philip of Coburg, who 
had meanwhile entered, and old Johann, 
the valet, left the Prince’s room and 
locked the door behind them, 80 as to 
prevent any one fromfobtaining 88 
thereto. Every spark of life had fled, dna it 
was considered of the utmost importance 
that the body snould remain in exactly the 
same condition as that in which it had 
been found until the arrivai of the 
proper authorities. At the request of 
Duke Philip, Count Hoyos, without waiting to 
change his shooting dress, mounted a horse 
and galloped as fast as possible from the 
Villa of Meyerling, where the tragedy had 
taken place, to Baden, whence he proceeded 
by train to Vienna. On arrival at the 
Hofburg. imperial palace, he demanded 
tof see the Emperor at once on urgent 
business, and on being conducted to th 
presence of his Majesty informed him of the 
terrible news. The shock was an awful one, 
and for a moment Francis Joseph appeared 
crushed. But summoning up all his courage 
and fortitude, he exclaimed: ‘‘ Count Hoyos, 
these details must never be known. 
If 1 thought that you had tld 
any one, if any besides my son-in-law, 
Duke of Coburg,and the vaiet, Johann, were to 
know the story, I should myself feel like 
shooting you on the spot.“ Count Hoyos 
assured the Emperor that absolute secrecy 
had been maintained, and measures were im- 
mediately taken to conceal the truth. The 
court physician, Michelhofer, was communi- 
cated with, and a plausible account of the 
death due to natural causes agreed upon. 

TRYING TO K&EP THE SECRET. 
It was determined that above all neither 
the Crown Prince’s mother, Empress Eliz- 
abeth, nor his wife, the Archduchess Ste- 
phanie, should ever become acquaint- 
ed with the true version of the terrible 
tragedy. But by 2 strange fatality 
all these plans were frustrated. Wednes- 
day afternoon the y was brought from 
Meyerling to the Imperial Palace at Vienna 
and placed on a catafalque in his bed-cham- 
ber, in which a chapeile ardente had been ar- 
ranged. Here in the evening the heart- 
broken Empress and the Crown Princess 
came to pray. The grief of both 
the imperial ladies was heartrend- 
ing, that of Archduchess Stephanie 
in particular being uncontrollable. She ap- 
peared to forget all past quarrels and dis 
putes, and tosee in the corpse only the gal- 
lant young lover who, nine years ago, bronzed 
by riental travel, had come to woo 
her at Brussels. Suddenly, in a mad 
outburst of wild and frantic grief, she threw 
her arms about her dead husband’s head, the 
cushions fell away, and in a moment she 
caught sight of the ghastly wound and shat- 
tered skull. Uttering aterribie cry she fell 
unconscious to the ground by the side of the 
bier and had to be carried away by her at- 

tendants. , 

Desperate efforts were then made to circu- 
late the story that the death had been due to 
suicide in a moment of depression and 
physical suffering. But the murder was out, 
and what was yesterday the awful secret of 
a few is today the gossip of many. The

THE WRONGED HUSBAND. 

It is rumored today that the wronged hus- 
band who shot the Crown Prince was Prince 
Schwarzenberg, while yesterday it was as- 
serted that it was Prince Auersberg who 
had done the deed.

v. It is impossibie to say definitely at 
present who was the principal actor. Every 
possible means has been adopted at Vienna 
to suppress all attempts of those who 
would seek to draw aside the veil of 
mystery which shrouds the horrible affair, 
and the true story will never be officially ac- 
knowledged. Indeed, it is impossible to 
make any prediction as to what action will 
be taken in the matter. It is rumored to- 
night at Vienna that Prince Auersberg has 
committed suicide, but it cannot be verihed. 


MURDERED BY A FORESTER, 


Another Story About the Death of Prince 
Radolf.

LonpDoON, Feb. 2.—It is the general belief in 
well informed circles of London that the 
story oi the suicide of Crown Prince Rudolf 
of Austria is wholiy false, and that Rudoif 
was murdered by a forester, who was caught, 
killed, and buried almost before the news of 
the Prince’s death was made public. Private 
dispatches to this effect are said to have been 
received by the Rothschilds in cipher. The 
correct news reached Paris through the same 
and similar sources. It is well known here that 
certain dispatches filed in Vienna to London 
dailies did not get through. The reason 
alleged for suppressing che facts is to avoid 
scandal. The Sunday Times’ Berlin corre- 
spondent states that while etiquette ana 
diplomacy of the court have their own meth- 
ods of dealing with the chronicies of family 
afflictions, it is not generally believed there 
that the official account of Rudolf’s death 
is the correct one; that on the contrary the 
Prince did not commit suicide, but was mur- 
dered. 

The slight political significance of the 
Crown Prince’s death is scarcely thought of 
here, but the newspapers are printing and the 
public eagerly reading columns about his sen- 
sational death and unhappy domestic difficul- 
ties, which were assuredly the primal 
cause of it if the suicide theory 
is accepted. The Pall Mall Gazette 
adds nothing to the startlmg reasons 
of the suicide printed here last night and 
cabled, but all accounts from Vienna refer 
— to the serious estrangement be- 

ween the husband and wife, which in later 
years amounted to separation. The 
Prince constantly reproached Ste- 
phanie for her failure to bear him a 
son and heir, and when the medical 
report was made to him that the Princess 
probably would never —— become a mother 
a divorce was contemplated, but the Em- 
peror was averse to it, and since then the 
husband and wife met almost as strangers. 
Rudolf wes considered the handsomest 
Prince in Europe. He was amiable and sym- 
pathetic but had his faults, and his hand- 
some, high-spirited wife resented them. 
There were continuous quarrels, and finally 
she let bim go hisown way and had as little 
to do with him as possible. 


THE STORY OF THE DUEL. 


Franz Clam Gallas Said to Have 
Killed the Prince. 

New York, Feb. 2.—The Hvening Sun prints 
a Berlin special which, it says, comes from a 
source above suspicion. The special says: 
“Crown Prince Rudolf of Austria was 
killed in a duel Tuesday last by Count Franz 
Clam Gallas. The Crown Prince’s witnesses 
were Count Hoyos and Prince Coburg, his 
brother-in-law.

The Physicians Think the Prince Com- 
mitted Suicide. 

Vienna, Feb, 2.—The post-mortem medical 
report in the case of Crown Prince Rudolf 
sets at rest the rumors of murder. The pub- 
lic is less agitated, the theory of brain-disease 
being generally accepted. The office of tne 
Crown Prince’s Chamberlain was thronged 
today with visitors signing condolence sheets.

Augustine’s, and the intestines, in a sil- 
ver vase, in St. Stephen’s Cathe- 
dral. The funeral procession, with- 
out pomp, will go the shortest route via 
Michaeler Platz, Augustiner Strasse, and 
Lobkowitz Platz. ,

Possibility of a Posthumous Heir of Prince 
Rudolf 

Vienna, Feb. 2.—The formal announcement 
that Archduke Francis is the heir pre- 
sumptive to the throne will probably be de- 
layed for legal reasons and on account of the 
possibility of a posthumous heir of Rudolf. 

Few persons were permitted to view the 
remains today. The coffin is covered with a 
black, white, and gold cloth. Palms are 
grouped around the head of the coffin, some 
of the leaves falling upon the dead Prince’s 
temples. The head is not elevated. Only 
the upper portion of the body is visible. The 
hands are folded on the breast. The face has 
a Waxen appearance. 

The King and Queen of Belgium arrived 
here at 10:30 o’clock tonight. The public was 
excluded from the station. The Emperor, 
Prince Philip of Coburg. and Government 
officials were present. The meeting was 
affecting. The monarchs tearfully kissed 
and embraced each other. The route to the 
Hofburg was lined by thousands of specta- 
tors, who testified to their reverent sympathy 
by standing with baredheads during the pas- 
sage of the imperial party. Another touch- 
ing scene was enacted upon the arrival of 
the party at the palace, where the Empress 
and the Crown Princess were waiting to re- 
ceive the royal visitors. 


BISMARCK’S ENEMIZS REMOVED. 


A Sensational Story Called Out by the 
Death of Prince Rudolf. 

New York, Feb. 2.—Among the Associated 
Press dispatches last night was the follow- 
ing: 

Pakts, Feb. 1.—The Soir insists that Crown 
Prince Rudolf was assassinated. It com- 
ments on the mysterious and premature dis- 
appearance of Skobeleff, Katkoff, Chanzy, 
Gambetta, Emperor Frederick, and Crown 
Prince Rudolf, all adversaries of Prince 
Bismarck, who seems to have destiny at his 
service.“ 

Taken in connection with the above the 
following dispatch from Washington to the 
Tribune is of peculiar significance and in- 
terest: 

“Seldom has a more startling coincidence 

been witnessed,“ said an experienced diplo- 
mat today, than the almost simultaneous 
announcement of the death of the Austrian 
heir apparent and the publication in the Lon- 
don Contemporary ieview of the remarkable 
and manifestly inspired tndictment of the 
Bismarck Dynasty.’ Crown Prince Rudolt’s 
sudden demise in the heyday of his youth and 
manly vigor appears to be shrouded in mys- 
tery. The most conflicting accounts are 
given of the matiner in which he met his 
death, and it is probable that the world at 
large will never be allowed to know the true 
story of the tragedy. The latter is but an- 
other of those dark episodes that have oc- 
curred during the last two decades and which 
have invariably resulted in tne death ot great 
personages who had incurred ‘the personal 
enmity of Prince Bismarck, and whom the 
Iron Chancellor chose to remove as a menace 
to his country and to his own family. The 
famous Russian General, Skobeleff, who, 
as a friend of Gambetta and of Chanzy, 
had become the béte noire of the German 
Cbancellor, met with an equally unexpected 
and mysterious end, which not even his in- 
separable companion, M. Hitrovo, who was 
with him until within a couple of hours of 
his death, has been able to expiain. Who to 
this — 4 hus succeeded in tearing aside the 
veil which surrounds the last moments of 
the late King Louis of Bavaria! His corpse 
and that of his attendant physician showed 
traces of the fact that a possible hand-to- 
hand struggie for life had taken place on 
the shore of the Staremberg Lake, but who 
were the assailants?’’ 
And now, last of all, we have the death 
of Archduke Rudolf, one of the brightest, 
most intellectual, and liberal Princes who 
have ever figured as heirs apparent to the 
imperial crowns. The theory of suicide will 
obtain but little credence among those who 
enjoyed the personal acquaintance of the gay 
and pleasure-loving young Archduke. 

The Crown Prince, partly, no doubt, in 
consequence of his devotion to the late 
Emperor Frederick, was far from being 
a persona grata in Berlin. His high- 
bred instincts, together with the chiv- 
alrous bearing which he had inherited 
from his father, were not of a nature to 
amalgamate with the coarse, unmannerly 
ways of Wiiliam IL, and his intimacy with 
M. Ciémenceau and undisguised admiration 
of Gen. Boulanger, both of which were well 
known in the Wilhelmstrasse, caused him to 
be regarded: by the Bismarck clique as a man 
eminently unfitted to succeed to the throne of 
Austria-Hungary. 

“Prince Bismarck has numerous and un- 
scrupulous agents of every rank and condi- 
tion of life, including such men as those 
who, afew days after the demise of the 
Emperor Frederick, were shouting under the 

ace windows: ‘ Here you are! One mark 
or the true history of the amours of the 
Englishwoman with Count 8 — —a filthy 
pamphiet, containing the most -outrageous 
statements concerning the stricken Em- 
press and her chamberlain. To what extent 
Bismarck becomes blind to sentiments of 
humanity when either His own personal in- 
terests or what he chooses to regard as the 
national policy is at stake, will be realized 
when it is stated that at Paris in 1867 he was 
notified eight hours before it took 
place of the altem to shoot the 
Czar on his way k trom Long- 
champs with Napoleon III. say- 
ing one word he might have had Berezow- 
ski arrested and have avoided the shedding 
of innocent blood. But he remained 1 
fully aware that if the attempt took 
would put an end to all danger of an alliance 
between Napoleon and Alexander, an alliance 
which would have rendered the Franco-Ger- 
man war of 1870 an impossibility.

THE CENTENNIAL OF WASHINGTON’S 
INAUGURATION i NEW YORK. 


An Elaborate Program "Mapped Out by the 
Committee — Chauncey M. Depew to 
Make the Oration— Ward McAllister 


Troubled Over the Arrangements for 


the Ball—The Street-Car Strike Becom- 
ing Monotonous—Treuble in the Sorosis 
Club—Notes. : 


New York, Feb. 2.—The various divisions 
of the committee getting up the great cen- 
tennial celebration of Washington’s first in- 
auguration as President, to occur in this city 
next April, have been at work in earnest dur- 
ing the week. The generai plan will be to 
repeat as nearly as possible the procedure 
of the ceremony on that day in 1789. Presi- 
dent Harrison and Cabinet will be met, as 
Washington was, by a deputation at “liza- 
bethport. A steamer will bring the party to 
Wall street, where he will be welcomed by 
the Mayor on the spot where Washington 
saw Federal Hall. It is there that on the en- 
suing day a number of dignitaries will take 
in the commemorative exercises. 
After prayer John Greenleaf Whittier 
will read an original poem. The next feature 
in order will be an oration by Chauncey M. 

‘epew, and on that point letters or rather 
violent criticisms have already been received, 
although the fact of Mr. Depew’s selection 
hes not been published. It is said against 
him that his after dinner speaking has been 
so trivial and his reputation as a funny story 
teller so popular that he is not the man for 


dignified oratory. But a member of the com- | 


mittee says: ‘Chauncey isn’t going to make 
a fool of himself, they may be sure. We don’t 
worry abcut him.“ 
President Harrison will be asked to make a 
few remarks, and tne fitness of that nobody 
will gainsay. But regarding the finality of 
the exercises there is discord in the air. 
Archbishop Corrigan, the Roman Catholic 
prelate of this diocese, has been invited to 
pronounce the benediction. That is displeas- 
ing to certain members of the committee, 
who are speaking their objection in emphatic 
terms, and the mail brings violent protests 
from those zealous Protestants who regard 
any formal participation by a Romish priest 
as something too shocking to be borne quietly. 
There will be much ado about the ball 
which 1s to climax the celebration and the 
management of which has been detailed to 
Ward McAllister, the famous leader of the 
Four Hundred. A sub-committee has agreed 
with himin assigning President Harrison, 
Vice-President Morton, Gov. Hill, and Mayor 
Grant to the principal opening quadrille. 
Mr. Harrison will dance with Mrs. Morton 
and Mr. Morton with Mrs. Harrison, but the 
two other gentlemen are bachelors, and Mc- 
Allister is just about distracted over the 
choice of partners forthem. He thinks that 
two matrons of high social distinction should 
be preferred, and he is inclined to name an 
Astor and a Vanderbilt. But some of the 
committee hold to the idea Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Grant should be permitted to choose 
their own ladies. The question may not be 
of National importance, out it is a disturber, 
and many hours of discussion will be re- 
quired to settle it. 


STRIKERS SEEM TO BE BEATEN, 


Cars Running on Most of the Lines With- 
out Any Disturbance. 

New York, Feb. 2.— [Special.] — The 
street-car strikers seem to be already 
beaten. Cars are being run on most 
of the lines, and today there were 
no serious disturbances. It looks much 
as though the strikers had about given up 
the fight. It is true that no cars 
are being run on Seventh, Eighth, 
and one or two 
cross-town lines, and that less than one-half 
the regular number of cars are being run on 
the other roads involved in the strike, but 
every day the companies have gained some- 
thing, and it will be their own fault now if 
they do not win a complete victory over Dis- 
trict Master Workman Magee and his men. 

Along the Broadway, Sixth avenue, and 
boulevard lines today there were no acts of 
violence. There was little disturbance on 
the east side roads, which came nearer run- 
ning the full number of cars than any of the 
others. One car was run on the belt line. It 
was guarded by twenty-five or thirty pojice- 
men all along the route. 

Over in Brooklyn there was another fracas 
today over the running of cars on one of 
Deacon Richardson’s lines. If the police had 
not acted promptly it is more than likely that 
there would have been a good-sized riot. 
Many persons were badly used up and four 
strike leaders were arrested. No cars will 
be run tomorrow. The State Board of Arbi- 
tration will investigate the troubles of 
Deacon Richardson and his men in Brooklyn 
Monday.

most successful fox hunt ever held in IIliuois 


| took place in Pike County today. Hunters 


came by the hundreds from the surrounding 
counties and fully 8,000 people took part. 
The ladies attended on horseback, and they 
were among the bravest of the hunters. 
It was decided to include in the 
drive the whole of Hardin Township, 
which is heavily wooded. The spot fixed for 
the grand roundup was the farm of Capt. H.

Ex-Sheriff Monke of Hardin had charge of the 
east line and Elliot Baker, with a fine pack 
of hounds, had the west line.

LOCKED IN A SAVINGS BANK VAULT. 


A New Haven Bookkeeper Spends a Night 
in Close Quarters. 

New Haven, Conn., Feb. 2.—Benjamin C.

Bank, was accidentally locked up in the big 
bank vault yesterday afternoon, and his 
whereabouts were a mystery until the vault 
was opened for business this morning at 9 
o’clock.

terday Bockkeeper Lum carried his books; 
into the vault, and while arranging them 
struck his head in some way against a shelf 
| with such force as to render him unconscious. . 


Shortly after Treasurer J. P. Tuttle, suppos- 
ing that Lum had gone home, ciosed the 
vault and set the time lock. During the 


night Lum’s family grew anxious over his un- 


usual absefice, and early this morning began 
searching for him. No trace could be found, 
and the bank officials finally concluded that 
he must have been locked up in the safe. 
The party reached the bank just at opening 
hours, and when Treasurer Tuttie hurriediy 
opened the door Lum bastily rushed out 
where he could get fresh air, decidedly hun- 
gry, but little the worse for his fifteen hours’ 
close confinement. 

In answer toinquiries Lum said: I feel 
first-rate and am as bright as a dollar, but I 
was anxiously awaiting the opening of the 
big door. Yesterday when I was putting up 
the books my head felt as if some one had 
struck me, and I lost consciousness. When 
I recovered the vault was dark, and I real- 
ized that I had been locked in. I immediate- 
ly felt around and found the candies and 
matches, and, lighting them, made myself as 
comfortable as possible.“ 

The bank was visited at regular intervals 
during the night by two watchmen. They 
heard nothing to indicate that there was any 
one inside the safe.

Murphysboro Sporting Men Lose $4,000 
on a Foot- Race. e 
Murpuyszoro, III., Feb. 2.— [Special. It 
is beginning to dawn upon the people of this 
town that they are the victims of a couple of 
professional sprinters who carried off $4,000 
last week. Ten days ago a local sprinter 
named Hamilton was defeated in a 100-yard 
dash with a Cairo man,and a few days 
later H. M. Johnson reached town and 
registered at a hotel as O. J. May. 
He annou himself to be a sprinter, and 
showed such great speed that the Murphys- 
boro people took him up and offered to match 
him for $1,000 against the Cairo man. The 
Cairo sports said they would not back the 
sprinter who had beaten Hamilton, but they 
had another one they would back. The 
Murphysboro men accepted and a match was 
arranged for 1,000 a side. May showed in 
practice 100 yards in less than ten seconds, 
and gave Hamilton, the best runner jn the 
county, twelve yards in 100 and beat him. 
Patrick Fitzgerald was stakehoider. The 
outside betting was heavy and there was 
fully 86.000 up the day of the race, which 
took place near Cairo last Sunday. ‘The man 
presented by Cairo gave the name of Had- 
ding and is believed to be Fred Davis, Presi- 
dent of the Professional Association of 
Sprinters. When the pistol was fired Davis 
had three yards the better of Johnson, who 
lingered on the scratch and was ten by a 
foot.

MR. PERKINS’ ATTITUDE. 


WHY THE BURLINGTON WAITS FOR 
THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


The President of the O.“ Will Not Sign 
the Agreement Before His Competitors 
Do So for Fear That an Attempt Might 
Be Made to Enforce Its Provisions 
Without the Co-operation of the Other 
Lines—Jay Gould’s Intentions Will Have 
Their Effect—Notes. 


The announcement in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
“hat President Perkins of the Chicago, Bur- 
nmeton & Quincy Railroad has sent 
a letter to President Strong of the 
Atchison, the member of * per- 
suasion committee,“ positively refusing 
to sigh the “‘gentiemen’s agreement“ until 
it had been signed by the Illinois Central, 
Fort Scott & Gulf, and all other roads that 
nav us far refused to become members of 
the new association caused much surprise in 
railroad circles. It had been tne impression 
that the Burington & Quincy was in favor 
of the acreenient, and that it deplored the 
hostile attitude of its Northwestern ally, the, 
Burlington & Northern, So thoroughly were 
the desire of the “gentlemen” convinced 
of the Burlington & Quincy to have 
the new scheme consummated that 
the “persuasion committee depended 
entirely on the aid it expect to 
get from President Perkins to bring the Bur- 
lington & Northern into the combina- 
tion. Some of the railroad officiais were in- 
clined to believe that the change in the posi- 
tion of the Burlmgton & Quincy would prove 
fatal to the agreement, while others thought 
that the road expected to gain some object 
that had not yet come to the surface, and that 
ultimately it would sign the agreement re- 
gardless of what other roads might do. There 
were still others who believed that an under- 
standing existed between the Burlington & 
Quincy aud the Burlington & Northern, and 
that the pretended enmity between the com- 
panies was only for effect. No two men 
thought alike, and while some felt confident 
that the new agreement was virtually 
burst, others were quite sure that all the 
existing obstacles would be surmounted and 
all tines be brought into the new 
association. President Perkins of the Bur- 
lington & Quincy was seen yesterday after- 
noon. He said he had no particular objec- 
tion to the agreement as revised by the 
“ gentlemen’s meeting in this city, but he 
aid not propose to sign it until after he had 
positive assurances that all other roads 
named in the agreement would join. Being 
asked why he refused to sign when the 
agreement specially provided that it should 
not become effective until the Presidents of 
all the roads named in the agreement had 
appended their signatures, he said there was 
danger that if it was found that the Illinois 
Central and one or two other roads could not 
be induced to join an effort would be made 
to carry the agreement into effect with- 
out them. This would give these roads 
a great advantage over their competi- 
tors. The Illinois Central) had a line 
in Iowa ana one to Madisan; Wis., competi- 
tive with the Burlington, and the latter could 
not afford to go into the new association if 
the Illinois Central was left out. 

As regards the Burlington & Northern it 1s 
learned that it still insists that not only the 
Iilinois Central, but also the Soo and the 
other Lake Superior lines, must join before it 
will consent to become a member. So far as 
the “Soo” and the other Lake Superior 
lines are concerned there is no prospect that 
they will become parties to the agreement. 
President Strong of the Atchison left for the 
West last evenmg and Presiaent Cable of 
the Rock Island is to join him at Kansas 
City Tuesday, when they will call on President 
Nettleton of the Fort Scott & Gulf and try 
to get his signature to the agreement. 
President Strong feels confident that Presi- 
dent Nettleton of the Fort Scott will inter- 
pose no objection to the signing of the agree- 
ment. But it is believed the is too san- 


guine and that President Nettleton will re- 
fuse to sign the agreement. The late devel- 


opments regarding the deal between the 
Richmond Terminal and Gould Southwest- 
ern system, whereby the latter are to give as 
much of their business as they can to the 
Richmond Terminal lines at Memphis and 
Arkansas City, has caused President Nettle- 
ton to change his mind us re s the Gen- 
tlemen’s Association, and he feels that he 
cannot afford to have his hands tied while 
the Gould lines are free to do as they 
ease. The same is the -case with 
& Texas. The receivers 
at first inclined 
to join the combination and attend the first 
day’s meeting in this city. But becoming 
aware of Gould’s intentions they withdrew 
and have not since been heard from. It is 
learned that they will not join until they 
know positively what Gould is up to. The 
latter has pushed Missouri Pacific branches 
to ail desirable poiats on the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas north of the Indian Territory, 
ano now proposes to build another across the 
northeastern corner of the Indian Territory 
rallel with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas. 
he receivers of the road feel that they will 
have to fight Gould and consequently cannot 
afford to enter into an agreement calculated 
to assist him in carrying out his schemes in 
the Southwest. If Presidents Strong anc 
Cable find that the Fort Scott & Gulf and 
the Kansas & Texas cannot be induced to 
join the association, it is understocd no 
further efforts will be made to bring in the 
Illinois Central and Buriington and the new 
scheme is to be abandoned. 


Louisville Short-Line Election, 

LovisyitLe, Ky., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—A 
meeting of stockholders of the Short-Line 
Railway was held here at noon today for 
the election of officers. The result was: 
President, C. P. Huntington; Vice-President, 
Charles R. Long; directors, W. R. Ray, 
Charles Long, James Geibert, W. W. Smith, 
Thomas W. Bullitt, Henry McHenry, C. P. 
Huntington, I. E. Gates. The act of the last 
Kentucky Legislature amending the charter 
of the company was discussed at length, and 
the stockhoiders finaily decided that they 
would not acceptitasit now stands. This 
amendment emphatically says that the books 
of the company must be kept in Louisville. 
A committee of six Louisville stockholders 
was then appointed to inquire into the finan- 
cial-condition of the road, and to also in- 
vestigate such otner matters pertaining to it 
that might come under their observation. 
The committee will report to the directors 
when their work is completed. The meeting 
then adjourned. Mr. Huntington was not

A TALK WITH BUSHYHEAD. 


THE NOTED CHIEF TALKS ABOUT HIS 


COUNTRY. 


The Civilized Tribes of the Indian Terri- 


tory Are, in His Estimation, as Enlight- 


ened and Progressive as the White In- 


habitants of the States—The System of 
Voting in the Land of the Cherokees— 


Some Ignorant Congressmen. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Special. |— 
“An Indian State of the Union, a native 
American Commonwealth, holding her head 
as high and wearing her honors as proudly 
as any of the sisterhood, this is the aspira- 
tion of our people.” So said an Indian today, 
ex-Chief Dennis Wolf Bushyhead of the 
Cherokee Nation, and present envoy of that 
nation to the American Capital. Bushyhead 
represents a Repubiic that has existed for 
half a century within our Republic—a little 
nation which presents more features of in- 
terest to the student of political economy and 
sociology than any other country on the 
American continent. His present business 
in Washington and that of his colleagues 
is to ascertain how much honor 
there is in the greater Republic which 
surrounds and overshadows his own little 
nation. In the passage of the Oklahoma bill 
through the House, at the behest of a lobby 
of railroads, landgrabbers, and speculators, 
Bushyhead and his colleagues have discov- 
ered not how much honor there is in the 
American Reptiblic, as represented by the 
Democratic House of Representatives, but 
how little. Out of the mouth of this de- 


scendaut of those whom the world calls sav- 


ages we have an indictment of the ignorance 
and corruption of a large number of modern 
statesmen. He speaks now in general terms, 
but if he shouid decide to deal in particulars 
and names let some of the great men of this 
day beware the barbarian. His tongue is 
more to be feared than his tomahawk. 
BUSHYHEAD ON CONGRESSMEN. 

„J have now been two months in Washing- 
ton.“ says Bushyhead. “I came here full of 
the hope of our people that some day we may 
join the Union as a State. But now lam in 
doubt. I know not whether you are a people 
we should care to join. Surely we would 
not wish to become your brothers if you are 
fully and properly represented by some of 
the Congressmen I have met. But I hope for 
better things from your people than from 
their representatives. Here I have met a few 
Congressmen who are dishonest, who are 
what we in our country call ‘barrows.’ 
They are lobbyists, men who have sold them- 
selves fora price, men who are willing out 
of selfish motives to override the rights of a 
small ple like mine and to dishonor their 
own Government. Then I meet men who 
are densely ignorant of the country in which 
they live, mea who sit in Coagress and know 
less of the Indian Territory than they know 
of Samoa or Russia or any other foreign 
lana, Worse than all, they are too indolent 
to learn. They take what some interested 
men have told them to be true, and are too 
lazy to inquire into the facts. 

THE INDIANS OF THE TERRITORY. 

„When I am introduced to some Congress- 
men they say to me: ‘Is it possible you are 
an Indian?’ They expect to see a being with 
feathers on his head, a blanket, and a toma 
hawk. They are amazed when I converse 
with them asIdo with you. They look for 
me to bring out a knife and take their scalps. 
They think all Indians are alike, and have no 
other idea than that my people, the Chero- 
kees, and their neighbors, the Chickasaws 
and others, are wild and savy They look 
upon us as ignorant wards of the Govern- 
ment, who have to be looked after 
by the Federal troops and have ra- 
tions of beef and pork doled out to 
us. I have met scores of Congress- 
men here who have never dreamed that our 
people are a nation, with perfect self-govern- 
ment, schools, churches, asylums, hke other 
civilized peopie. Throughout the North, and 
even i Chicago and Kansas City, where 
much of our trading is done, we are known 


| only.as half-savage Indians. Let me tell you 


something about our people. We wear just 
such clothes as Congressmen wear; we eat 
the same kind of food; read the same news- 
papers and books. In Tahlequah, our Capital, 
and other towns, newsboys sell daily papers 
on the streets as they do in Washington. I 
take five daily papers.. Many of my neigh- 
bors take as many. In our schools the Eu- 
lien language is used and no other. 

e have a complete common school 
system, and soon will open a seminary 
which cost $30,000. We have asylums 
and hospitals, daily newspapers of our own, 
railroads, telegraphs. Our people live in 
frame, brick, or stone houses. We have 
organs and pianos. Sixty per cent of our 
peonie speak English, and a larger per cent 
of them are members of Methodist, Pres- 
byterian, or Paptist churches. We have no 
Catholics. Our children attend Sunday- 
schools and bring home with them the same 
Sunday-school papers that children read all 
over the States. Law and order are main- 
tained. You might travel from Kansas to 
Texas through our country and notice no 
difference in the customs of our people. It 
is odd to me that we have lived so long 
almost in the geographical centre of the 
United States and are still so generally un- 
known and misunderstood. Our people take 
great interest in the national politics of the 
States. We are naturally fond of politics, 
and as I say hope some day to me a 


State. 
AGAINST SPRINGER’S RL. 

„ We think we are rapidly becoming fit for 
citizenship. Wedo not wish to have our 
country divided up and organized into a 
white man’s territory, as is proposed by this 
Springer bill. If we were to come in as a 
State it would be a matter of pride with us to 
show what native Americans can do. We 
would at least strive to know our own coun- 
try. In my belief a majority of the Chero- 
kees are Republicans. All our politics dates 
from the war, when a part of our people 
went into the Confederate service and a part 
into the Federal. From that date we have 
tuken sides as Democrats or Republicans. 
Our school 22 is rapidly educating us for 
Statehood. any of our sons and daughters 
are seat away to the States to be educated. 
The rising generation of Cherokees and 
Chickasaws are as intelligent and progres- 
sive as the young men of Illinois. Surely 
we are even now as fit for Statehood as New 
Mexico. We have politics of our own. Every 
Cherokee takes a keen interest in His Gov- 
ernment, as it is but natural he should, inas- 
much as all property is held in common. Our 
Government is organized much like a State. 
We have a Chief or Governor, a Legislature 
composed of House and Senate. The Gov- 
ernor is elected for four years: | 

POLITICS AMONG THE INDIANS 

“Tt is a curious faci, not generally known 
and of general interest just now, we 
have long used a system of voting that is sim- 
ilar to the Australian system. Our candi- 
dates are nominated in conventions or prima- 
ries as in the States; the campaign we carry 
on largely by means of barbecues. Men, 
women, and children gather at some conven- 
ient spot, often as many as 5,000 so and 
there we roast oxen, sheep, and pigs. There 
is feasting, dancing, and speechmaking. I 
have seen orchestras of twenty fiddles all 
going at once. Then the candidates must 

et up and tell how much they 
ove the dear ple and how: much 
they are willing to do for them, just as your 
officeseekers do in the States. I ought to 
know, for I was twice elected chief, the first 
time by a small majority and tne last time by 
a large one. Sometimes these barbecues con- 
tinue two or three days and nights. There 
is no drinking, for hquor is not sold in our 
nation. The women attend the barbecues, 
but they do not vote. It is true,

THE BOOMERS UNDECIDED. 


Fearing to Prejudice Congressional Action 
by Entering the Territory. 

Weitineton, Kas., Feb. 2.—[Special }— 
The intended invasion planned for today by 
Pawnee Bill was seriously interfered with 
by the by the House of the Okla- 
homa bill. The settlers who had been driven 
from Arkansas City by the soldiers came 
over to Hunnewell, twelve miles west, where 
they were joined by the leaders, Pawnee 
Bili and Oklahoma Bill. The parties that 
met at Hunnewell were in wagons and on 
horseback and had in their possession quite 
an amount of good stock. There were 100 
wagons in the train. The “boomers” con- 
sisted mostly of men and bovs. There were in 
the train only three or four families. When 
the party reached Huunewell they turned 
south and are now encamped on the Chicaska, 
ten miles south of the line. Quite a number 
of Caldweli citizens came to Hunnewell to- 
night and endeavored to persuade Oklahoma 
Bill to prevail on the “boomers ”’ to stop the 
invasion in the face of the passage of tne 
bill by the House. Bill thinks that he can 
end the invasion where it is now, 
as he is recognized as one 
of the leading movers in it. The people of 
Caldwell say that if the boomers en- 
camp near their town until fur ther action is 
taken on the bill they will do everything in 
their power to assist them, and it is believed 
that they will accept the offer. Some will re- 
turn to their homes; others will no doubt 
move on in small bodies into Oklahoma. The 
invasion, in numbers, did not come up to the 
expectations of the leaders, as the present 
status of the bill has deterred many who 
otherwise intended to join the ty. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 28 pecial.I— The 
news of the passage of the bill by the House 
opening Oklahoma caused general satisfac- 
tuon in this city. For-many years the people 
have looked upon this action as necessary to 
the full prosperity of the city, and the an- 
nouncement that their desire had been 
achieved made every one happy.

He is reputed to be the most expert 
lasso thrower in the tribe, ana many re- 
markable stories are told of the horses he 
has captured in battle by means of this ac- 
complishment, When the artist wished to 
sketch him the chief looked at him for a 
minute and grunted Ugn.“ Whatever this 
may have meant the painter tendered a dose 
of “‘skita-wabo” from his pocket flask and 
the chief shook hands. After drinking he 
decorated himseif with a number of cheap 


‘mirrors, and placing the two feathers, which

PENITENTIARY BLOODHOUNDS, 


The Fierce Brutes Used to Track Escaping 
Convicts in Arkausas, 

Little Rock (Ark.) Letter: Crossing the 
yard, one comes in full view of Jim Stewart, 
a colored trusty, who has charge ot the peni- 
tentiary pack. Here are five bloodhounds— 
the white bitch Nellie and four dark-colored 
dogs—that outrival any fetters or any walisin 
the matter of restraining convicts from run- 
ning away. Out at the camp at Palarm, the 
other Sunday, a convict jumped and 
managed to get a clear two hours’ start be- 
fore his absence was noted. He swam the 
creek, and, by diligent running, had covered 
nine miles or more in the two hours. Two 
men followed him—the guard of the gang 
to which he belonged and the dog man and 
four dogs. He was tracked, overtaken, and 
brought back. Next day he was wearing a 
heavy iron “spur,” something that will pre- 
vent any display of agility as long as it is worn. 
But with the spur on the convict could not 
chop wood. The spur was removed, and the 
convict told, whue the howling of the 
hounds interrupted the words, that he 
‘‘could take another run if he wanted to.“ 

“You let a man swing an ax every day, 
eating a pound and a half of bread and meat 
at a meal, and turn him loose, and it takes a 
pretty good horse to keep up with him. With 
an hour’s start he will be gone eight or nine 
miles before you can catch him.“ 

The man who said that was fully alive to 
the value of his dogs, his bloodhounds, or 
“man-trailers,”’ as some folks might call 
them. 

And now the dogs are to go through their 
usual daily run, for bioodhounds, like point- 
ers and setters, need to be constantly kept 
in practice. At “The Walis” and at each 
one of the camps the 8 are given a daily 
run, longer or shorter, harder or easier, as 
circumstances dictate. In the present in- 
stance a trusty is started out from in 
front of the hospital building. He darts 
off round the corn-crib, goes down along 
the garden fence, climbs the fence, jumps 
the ditch on the other side, and makes sun- 
dry devious windings in the immense field 
called a garden, going round three sides and 
coming back to the hay-barn, climbs up a 

ost, and stands in a position of safety. 

eanwhile Jim Stewart,alithe young fel- 
low, wearing a slouched hat, whose band is 
fantasticaliy adorned with metal buttons, is 
holding four dogs in leash with one hand 
and keeping the bitch Nellie back with 
the other. At the proper moment Nellie 
is loosed and the leash slipped for the 
other four, and as Stewart winds his horn 
away go the dogs, Nellie in the lead. Nellie 
has seen the fugitive go down by the corn- 
crib, and follows, apparently by sight. Al- 
most before you know it the whole pack are 
bunched at the fence, and in an instant Neilie 
is up and over a plank and tearing down the 
garden. Her nose is first down, then up, and 
never held bigger Close to the ground. 
A few feet from we fence she strikes the 
scent, follows it through the turnip patch, 
turns back where it doubles, and keeps on 
till she comes swinging down underneatn 
the south wall, and then noses closely along 
till she is on the home trail. Within five min- 
utes from the time that the trusty has climbed 
into his perch of safety Nellie has him treed 
and is barking at him with all her 
might. The other dogs got a little confused 
in the turnip patch, but rallied admirably, 
going back on the back track till the live 
trail was struck, and soon coming in to the 
hay barn. It is all interesting enough to 
look at, but the way the hounds bay as they 
ive cry isn’tanyways reassuring to the man 
w s being chased. Fewof the dogs are 
iven to biting, though some of them will 
ite anybody when they get. excited on the 
run; but it isn’t the deg’s tech that the fu- 
gitive convict dreads; it is the nose that can 
follow a mau through almost any tangle of 
underbrush or wood. ‘ 

For a second run the dogs follow on the 
trail of the trusty around the workshop, the 
cellhouse, behind the wagon shop, and across 
the yard. The scent doesn’t lie so well on 
the hard macadam of the yard, and is more- 
over confused with that of other trails; but 
‘the dogs keep at it and soon come up to 
where the trusty is safely ensconced in the 
barn. The run is declared a success.

bought on credit. 

Commissioner Henderson's report shows that 
the average cash price of bacon for 1888 was 9.71 
cents a pound—the credit price 12.3 cents. The 
average credit was for four months. Corn, cash 
price, 77 cents—credit price 98 cents. The ad 
vance is about 26 per cent for fou months’ credit 
—or 6.5 per month—or 78 per cent per annum. 

The Commissioner actually congratulates the 
farmer on having reduced the rate from 168 per 
cent last year to 78 per cent this year. He at- 
tributes this encouraging reduction to the efforts 
of the Farmers’ Alliance. 

Things are curiously adjusted when the 
sentative of a class of honest citizens feels 
upon to congratulate them on naving so reduced 
the interest they pay on purchase of supplies 
that it only amounts to 78 per cent a year.

THE LIGHTWEIGHT CHAMPION’S CAKEER. 

Jack McAuliffe was born in Cork, Ireland, 
March 24, 1867. His father was a steeple- 
chase jockey and his mother was a lady of a 
well known famiiy, who in marrying the 
man sts loved proved the old saying, ** Love 
laughs at locksmiths,” but at the same time 
incurred the displeasure of her nts 80 
much as to be disinherited. uld one

McAuliffe Sr. was a slight-made man, but 
a good man, and when working in a 
brewery, assisted by his brother, it was said 
of the pair that they could “do” any two 
men in Cork. 

The toughness of the family physique is 
instanced by the fact that one day Jack’s 
uncle fell into a scaiding vat and yet got out 
alive. He was so nimbie that he could stand 
eleven tierces in a row and jump from one to 
the other; indeed, as this story progresses 
it will be seen that our lightweight champion 
had reason to be intelligent, brave, strong, 
and agile. 

When Jack was 10 months old his father 
became a Fenian and raised a company, and 
it was while drilling the raw recruits in an 
unused lott of the brewery that a board gave 
way and precipitated Jack’s uncle into the 
boiling beer. 

Forced to leave Ireland, McAuliffe’s father 
came to America, and—a true soldier of for- 
tune—enlisted under Uncle Sam’s colors and 
went to fight the Indians.

he was again a civilian, living at Bangor, 
Me., and it was here that the family 
were reunited, Jack being 6 years 
of age when he crossed the Atlantic. At 
Brooklyn, N. V., six years later the boy 
was apprenticed to a cooper, ana soon learn- 
ing the trade was in four years known as 
one of the best of workmen and was en- 
caged in making sugar barrels.

order which was issued against the Railroad 
Commissioners last summer. When the Com- 
missiopers, as directed by the last Legis- 
lature, made a schedule of rates last June 
the roads refused to adopt it, and applied to 
Judge Brewer June W, asking that the Com- 
8 be restrained from putting t in 
force. After a lengthy hearmg the 
Judge issued a restraining order July 27. 
Then some weeks later the roads filed with 
the court a supplemental order alleging that 
the Commissioners were trying to evade the 
force of that injunction and to cast upon the 
complainants a schedule of rates substantial- 
ly the same as that enjoined. This refers te 
the fact that after the complaint by shippers 


‘at Davenport, Burlington, and Dubuque the 


Commissioners made anew schedule to fit 
their case, but it was their old schedule with 
simply a substitution of the Western instead 
of the Illinois classification. The Commus- 
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sioners held back their decision till just before 


the election and the shippers had threatened 


to defeat them if they did not announce it. 


Smith and Campbell did so, but Dey refused, 
stating that he would not be bulidozed into 
giving a decision for fear he might be de- 
tea Judge Brewer compliments him 
highly for showing the courage 
and maniy independence he did. But 
the Judge holds that the attempt of the 
shippers to begin suits against the roads, just 
w harass, them while the matter is pending, 
cannot be charged to the Commissioners, who 
are not responsible. 1 
EXTHACTS FROM THE DECISION. 

After reviewing the nature of the com- 
plaint the decision says: 

There are substantially three questions pre- 
sented. First, has there been an invasion of the 
injunction order heretofore issued, and therefore 
a practical contempt of that order? Second, did 
the sections of the statute under which the Com- 
missioners acted give authority to render such 
decision and establish a full schedule of rates for 
the complainant? Third, ig the schedule an- 
nounced just and reasonable? 

As to the first question the Judge holds 
that the Commissioners acted simply upon 
complaints filed, and did no more than the 
statutes required them to do under such eir- 
cumstances. However the Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciawon might have tried to evade the injunc- 
tion by bringing suits, the Commissioners 
were not to blame. As to the point that the 
change in classitication did not make 
material change in the rates, or, as the 
roads claimed, not more than 84 per cen 
the Judge says that the Commissioners had 
the statement of the General rs of 
the complainants, given at another time; that 
the difference in these two classizications 
amounted to an average of 15 per 
cent, 880 they were not to be 
blamed if they took the evidence 
of the roads themselves on this point. Asto 
the second question, that the statute did not 
authorize the Commissioners to make an en- 
tire new schedule, but only to correct single 
wrongs in charges when they were poin 
out, the Judge says that when all the sec- 
tions of this law are taken together they do 
plainly direct the Commissioners to do what 
they have done. The decision then takes up 
each of the sections under which the pro- 
ceedings was brought and discusses its im- 
port, holding that, as a Whole, they justified 
the Commissioners in making an entire new 
schedule for the goods.

l asked the Viceroy as to what he thought 
of tue future of railways in China and as to 
their effect upon the country and the world. 
He replied: 

“Before half acentury has passed China 
will be covered with railways as with a net. 
Its immense mineral resources will be de- 
veloped. It will have rolling mills and fur- 
naces in many parts of the country, and it is 
not impossible that it may do the manufact- 
uring forthe world. It seems to me that the 
most serious question which menaces the 
working ag < of your country and Europe 
lies here. The Chinese have shown them- 
selves to be as skillful and as intelligent as 
any people in the world. They will work 
hard and they can live cheaper than your 
people, and when our country is open to.rail- 
ways and it has turned its attention to sup- 
plying the markets of the world, I believe it 
cau supply them better and cheaper than you 
can. This is the question that you will have 
to face. 

„think so too, your Excellency,” said I. 

“Then I wonder,“ 1epled the Viceroy, 
„ that you wish to have China come to 
competition with you. Do you not consider 
us dangerous competitors !“ 

“ Yes,” I repli ‘‘wedo. But if the time 
ever comes when Chinese labor thus working 
in China comes into competition with Ameri- 
can labor we will build a wall of protection 
about the United States so high that none of 
your products can come in.”’

All Tientsin is just now excited over the 
marriage of [i Hung Chang’s daughter. It 
took place this week, and the three days’ 
wedding was the greatest event of the year. 
Isaw some of the flowers at the yamen as I 
passed through, and I am told that the wed- 
ding gifts fillea three rooms. Some of the 
presents were of jade, pearls, and precious 
stones, and there was a great amount of 
silks and velvets. Li Hung Chang is Super- 
intendent of Trade for Northern China, and 
ali of the great merchants made pres- 
ents te the bride. The manner of 
send) the presents was, in the 
case of small tiiings, on trays, and some 
of the larger pieces came in carts. The 
trays were covered with red silk, which 
means luck in China, and a number of pres- 
ents were sent by each person, the idea be- 
ing that the bride would select the one which 
pleasea her most, and which, according to 
etiquette, ought to be the least valuable of 
the lot. The Chinese at this wedding showed. 
their great love for foreign things. They 
bought out the entire effects of a French 
store in the foreign settiement, and one of 
the noblemen took a fancy to a big-figured, 
old-fashioned Brussels carpet of a pattern 
common in Americaa generation ago. This 
carpet had been in che store for years and 
none of the foreigners would buy it. The 
Chinaman’s ejes hghted up as he took 
in its gorgeous figures. He said: I want 
that for the Viceroy’s daughter.“ He was, 
of course, charged a good round price for it, 
and it duly appeared at the wedding. The 
bride was dressed in red, and her head, it is 
said, was so heavily decked with jewels that 
it had to be supported by others during a 
partof the ceremony. Sue is 23 years old 
and is said to be rather pretty. | 

The Chinese gossip just as do their Amer- 
ican sisters, and the story now afloat in the 
high circles here is that the Countess Li 
Hung Chang, the Viceroy’s wife, was de- 
cidediy opposed to the wedding. It is said 
that she read the Viceroy a curtain lecture 
in choice Chinese when he announced to her 
that he was about to give his daughter to 
Mr. Chang Pei-Lun, and said that the 
groom was twenty years older than the bride 
and that he had norank. The truth of it is 
that the groom had a high position some 
years but he was disgraced on ac- 
count of his dealings in connection with the 
French-Chinese war and his rank was taken 
from him. To continue the gossip, it is said 
that the Viceroy, replied to the Countess that 
his new son-in-law had really great powers 
of mind, that he would be given another 
office, and that he would eventually be even 
a greater man than himself. 

Then,“ responded the Countess, who, 
though she dictates to the Viceroy, really ad- 
mires him, he will have to be the Emperor 
himself, for there is now no greater man in 
China than my husband.” 

And 80, in the words of a fairy story, 
“they were married, and it is to be hoped 
they will live happy ever after wards.““ 


SENATOR EVARTS’ LOG CABIN.

LONELY ON HIS THRONE, | 


CZAR ALEXANDER ON BAD TERMS 
WITH ALL HIS FAMILY. 


The Czarina Insane and Princes and 
Princesses All Against Him — Pilots 
Against His Life from Without and 
Domestic Hatred Within—Isolation of 
the Ruler of All the Russias in His 
Great Grief. 


St. Petersburg Letter in the New York 
Tribune; It is fortunate that Alexander III. 
is a man of herculean build, and of a mind 
almost as powerful as his physique. Other- 
wise he would end by being crushed under 
the accumulation of sorrows which have 
cast their shadows over his reign and have 
blighted his whole lite. Slighted by both 
father and mother, who for some reason 
loved him far less than any of their other 
children, his infaurcy and youth were ex- 
ceedingly sad. He became still more 
distasteful to his parents after the death 
of his elder brother, who expired at 
Nice on the eve of his marriage from the ef- 
fects of amalady due to an unintentional 
blow inflicted by the present Czar in the 
course of some rough horseplay. A man of 
uncompromising bonesty, he made no effort 
to hide his indignation at the immorality and 
corruption which were rife both among the 
imperial family and at court here during the 
closing years of the last reign. He was 
thoroughly out of touch with the régime 
which then prevailed. The disgraceful neg- 
lect to which his mother was subjected, and 
which ultimately led to her death, 
created a deep impression on his mind, 


him; and when, a few weeks after her de- 
mise, her husband actually went so far as to 
contract a morganatic alliance with his mis- 
tress, the Princess Jurieffsky, the relations 
between father and son became more strained 
than ever. The tragedy which brought Alex- 
ander III. to the throne eight years ago has 
been followed since then by repeated at- 
tempts to assassinate botn himself and those 
most dear to him, and though the efforts of 
tne would-be murderers have-in each case 
been frustrated the constant peril and the 
frequently well founded distrust of those 
with whom he is brought into contact have 
had a saddening effect on his character and 


appearance. : 

The crowning sorrow of his life has, how- 
ever, just come upon him. His wife, to whom 
he was passionately devoted, and who is the 
most gracious and captivating woman that 
has ever adorned a European throne, has be- 
come entirely insane. Her nervous system 
had already been completely shattered by 
the repeated attempts on her husband’s life, 
and since the terrible railway accident at 
Borki a couple of months ago, when so many 
of her favorite attendants lost their lives, 
her mental depression has increased to 


days in absolute silence; on otber occasions 
she refuses to touch a morsel of food, while 
at times she even fails to recognize the mem- 
bers of her family. Her dementia has as- 
sumed the same aggravated churacter as that 
which two yearsago necessitated the deten- 
tion of her Majesty’s younger sister, the 
Princess Thyra, in a private asylum near 
Vienna for the space of eight months. The ex- 
treme gravity of the Czarina’s case can best 
be estimated by the fact that at the request 
of the Emperor and of his physicians Dr. 
Charcot, the famous Parisian mad-doctor, 
and Prof. yon Leidesdorf, the director of the 
celebrated lunatic asylum at Dobling, near 
Vienna, who had charge of the Duchess of 
Cumberland's case, have both arrived in this 
city en route to Gatschina. Serious fears 
are entertained that the Empress may 
attempt to destroy herself, and she 1s watched 
day and might without intermission by the 
physicians and trained nurses. Her recov- 
ery is extremely doubtful, for as long as her 
husband remainson the throne the danger 
of his assassination will subsist; and hence 
she will never be permitted to enjoy any per- 
manent relief from the horrible anxiety 
which has wrought such havoc in her brain. 

Poor little Marie Feodorovna was the 
brightest, prettiest, and most charming of 
clever old Queen Louise of Denmark’s daugh- 
ters. Had she any inkling of the sad Tate in 
store for her when on the morning of her de- 

arture from her father’s pa at Fredens- 
rg to become the bride of Alexander Alex- 
androwich at St. Petersburg she drew a dia- 
mond ring from her finger and scratched on 
the windowpane of her little boudoir 
Mit elskede Fredensborg, farwell!’’ (My 
beloved Fredensborg, tarewell)? There 
were many atthe time who made gloomy 
predictions concerning the marriage. For 
the Princess Dagmar had been betrothed to 
Alexander’s eldest brother, who had died at 
Nice, and only consented to marry her pres- 
ent husband in accordance with the dying 
wishes of her fiancée. It must be admitted, 
however, that she benefited by the change, 
for the present Czar is a far more noble and 
sterling character than his eldest brother 
ever was, though perhaps less handsome and 
refined-looking. No breath of scandal or 
intrigue has ever clouded their marital rela- 
tions, and it is impossible to find anywhere 
a more affectionate and devoted coupie than 
the Emperor and Empress of Russia. " 

A painful feature of the present state bf 
affairs is the complete isolation of Alexandbr 
III. in his great grief. There is an utter ab- 
sence of sympathy on the partof his cousins, 
his uncles, and even of his brothers. Indeed, 
for several months past his relations with 
the Grand Dukes Alexis and Vladimir have 
been decidedly strained, and he makes no 
pretense of concealing his sentiments toward 
tnem. He thoroughly disapproved of their 
conduct during their recent visit to Paris, 
and of the people with whom they associated 
while there. What, however, particularly 
offended him was their failure to return to 
Russia on hearing of the horrible railway 
disaster at Borki. The catastrophe had been 
so terrible, and the destruction of the Em- 
peror, the Empress, and their children so 
narrowly averted, that it was only natural to 
suppose that the Czar’s brothers would 
hasten to his side tor the purpose of con- 

tulating him on his providential escanve. 
rhey, however, preferred to remain at Paris, 
and none of the Czar’s reiatives were present 
here at St. Petersburg to take part in the un- 
paralleled display of loyal enthusiasm which 
attended the popular welcome home of the 
imperial party atter the accident. 

It is needless to state that their strange ab- 
sence on so memorable an occasion gave rise 
to much comment and called forth a pointed 
and unmistakable token of displeasure on 
the part of the sovereign. During their stay 
at Paris the Grand Dukes haa been most 
hospitably entertained by Senator Polovtsov. 
who possesses a magnificent chateau and 
park in the neighborhood of Versailles. Be- 
sides being a millionaire M. Polovtsov is a 
statesman of considerable fame both at 
home and abroad, and beside  hold- 
ing one of the great offices of 
state has until now deen regarded 
as exceedingly powerful and influential. Im- 
mediately on hearing of the railway accident 
at Borki he made arrangements to leave for 
St. Petersburg at once. When within a 
couple of hours of his departure, however, he 
received a summons to the Continental Ho- 
tel, where the Grand Dukes were stopping, 
and on presenting himself was informed by 
the Grana Duchess Vladimir that she in- 
sisted on his giving a féte champétre in 
her honor at his country seat near 
Versailles two days later. The unfortunate 
Senator ventured to hint that it was his duty 
to return to St. Petersbnrg at once, more es- 
pecially ar the Grand Council of the Empire, 
of which he was one of the principal mem- 
bers, had been summoned to meet the day 
after the Emperor’s return to Gatschina.

But little love exists between Alexander 
IIL. and the other members of the imperial 
house of Russia. He is too upright, too hon- 
est, too conscientious and straight to tolerate 
their frequently crooked ways and some- 
what Oriental notions of honor. Moreover, 
they have never forgiven him for hav- 
ing eighteen months ago reduced all 
their allowances from the Crown by 
two-thirds. Formerly they received as 
much as 000 per annum from 
the civil list, whereas now the Grand 
Dukes Vladimir and Alexis have to content 


themselves with a pittance of $80,000 per an- 


num. These measures of economy weigh 
the most heavily on the Grand Duchess 
Vladimir, who is a German Princess by 
birth,-and who is popularly regarded here as 
a secret agent of Prince Bismarck. 

The Emperor's third brother has never for- 
given nor forgotten his Majesty’s interven- 
tion on behalf of his wife, the cliarming 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth, who until a few 
months ago wasamartyr to her husband’s 
savage cruélty and brutality. His uncles, 
the Grand Dukes Constantine and 
Nicholas, have both been disgraced 
for the gross scandals in which they per- 
mitted their names to be implicated at the 
close of the last war, when they were shown 
to have been the recipients of enormous 
bribes from fraudulent army contractors, and 
are practically banished from court. Another 
Grand Duke is in exile in Siberia for having 
stolen his mother’s jewels and robbed the 
imperial chapel of its valuabies for the pur- 
pose of 8 them on an American 
demi-mondaine. In fact, there are few of 
them who are above reproach, and the Czar 
stands alone in his honesty, nis straight- 
forwardness, and in his great sorrow. 


A FLORENTINE TRAGEDY. 


A Startling Tale of Jealousy, Passion, and 
Revenge. 

Florence Letter in London Times: A mur- 
der of such romantic interest and such ter- 
rible consequences took place in Florence the 
18th of December that some account of it can 
scarcely be deemed without inzerest for Eu- 
giish readers. Tragedies as startling and 
as ghastly often occur all, over Italy 
from the master passion ‘of jealous 
and bafiied love, but their scenes 
are usually in a more Bumble and 
less cultured sphere of human life. In this 
instance the victim is a patrician lady of 
great beauty, of large wealth, and of honor- 
able name, the Countess Costa of Verona, 
and the svene of the murder was the ceme- 
tery chapel where her husband was buried 
four years ago. The Countess, a woman still 
attractive and lovely, with atall and grace- 
ful figure, delicate features, brown eyes, and 
chestnut hair, was left a widow with four 
children and a considerabie fortune, admired 
and respected by all, and singularly happy in 
the circumstances of her life. Her landau, 
with her handsome children and her favorite 
little dog, was a familiar feature in the drives 
of the Cascine. 

An Italian officer, Gaetano Boscherini, who 
was among the amis de la maison at the Casa 
Costa, and who is believed to have been 
passionately in love with her before his de- 
parture for Massowah, on his return from 
Africa resumed his familiar intercourse with 
the family, and was consulted and émployed 
by them in various matters of business. 
Latterly, however, he became dissatisfied 
with his position of trust and friendship, and 
made her repeated proposals of marriage, 
which the Countess refused, but refused in 
such a manner as to leave friendsbip still 

ssible between them. It is always said to 

a perilous task to change a lover into a 
friend, but she evidently believed that it was 
8 retain a friend without allowing 

im to become a lover. For, although she per- 
sistently repulsed the idea of a second mar- 
riage, she continued to receive Boscherini as 
before, and the 18th of December, when he of- 
fered to accompany her to the chapel of San 
Miniato on the visit to her husband's tomb, 
which she was wont to pay every month, she 
allowed him to do so, telling her children 
that she would meet them later on at Giu- 
cosa’s bonbon shop 

While the poor children waited there, hap- 
pily chattering of the coming Natale pres- 
ents and festivities, their mother was assas- 
sinated a A ogee in the mortuary chapel 
at San iniato. The brute stabbed her 
with a knife—one thrust dividing tne 
heart itself, another passing from the 
jugular vein on the left to the carotia artery 
on the right. He then shot himself with 
a revolver, blowing to pieces his face and 
head. That this trightful murder was pre- 
meditated is, of course, evident from the 
weapons employed. Whether the cause was 


the mere brutality of disappointed passions, 


or whether thd desire to obtain possession of 
her wealth had been added to admiration of 
her person, or whether ancient jealousy of 
the husband whose memory she cherished, or 
present jealousy of some more favored suitor, 
drove the hend who killed her to his horrible 
vengeance will in all probability never be 
known. Seldom has a more atrocious crime 
been imagined. 

The scene of the murder, the bich hill 
which Michael Angelo called his bella vilia- 
nella, and where the legends of the saints 
place the martyrdom of St. Minias, whom 
the panther spared, the glorious syivan 
beauty around, where the last golden foliage 
of autumn still lingers among the deep green 
of ivy and arbutus and cypress, the brilliant 
sunshine which fell that day on the white 
marbles, the glittering crosses, the many 
colored mosaics, the old brown watch-tower 
of Michael Angelo brooding over all, with 
the white doves circling around it; down be- 
low in the city the waiting children, ignorant 
of their loss, laughing and talking, full of 
the merriment of the season, wondering 
heediessly why their mother tarried so long 
all these circumstances and accessories en- 
hance an exceptionally tragic tale of passion 
and revenge.

THROUGH A SEA OF FIRE. 


BLAZING DEFENSES FOR OUR OTHER- 
WISE UNPROTECTED HARBOBS. 


Burning Acres of Petroleum Pipes Will 
Carry on to the Ship Channels and 
Bombs Ignite It—Attacking Vessels Will 
Be Enveloped in Clouds of Smoke and 
Flame—Expensive Forts, Ironclads, 
and Guns Unnecessary—Won't Some 
body Tread on the Tail of Our Coat? 


New York World: A vowerful company of 
capitalists, already organized, with millions 
of dollars behind it, has proposed to the Gov- 
ernmenta plan to defend the entrance to 
harbors by forcing petroleum to the surface 
of the water through vipes laid at the bot- 
tom for that purpose and igniting it with a 
burning bomb, thus creating a sea of fire, 
through which the enemy’s fleet must pass. 
An experiment will soon be made to demon- 
strate the practicability of the plan, and the 
apparatus necessary is nowready. This is 
noinsafe theory. It is a revolution! It is 
just what this country has been looking for. 

Consider its application in the defense of 
New York and Brooklyn. An enemy’s iron- 
clad fleet arrives off Sandy Hook. As long 
as they can be kept outside the Hook there 
will be little danger, and people may go about 
their business as usual, for although guns 
have been built that would throw projectiles 
from Sandy Hook to Brooklyn, the gun car- 
riages on board ship do not admit of a suf- 
ficient elevation of the guns to attain that 
range. The enemy must come inside, up near 
the Narrows at least, to bring its guns to bear 
effectively. Their vessels—nearly all foreign 
ironclads—draw between twenty-five and 
thirty feet of water. They must maneuvre 
with caution, therefore, and avoid all shoal 
places, entering only through the main ship 
channel; the vessels of lighter draught 
through the Swash Channel, perhaps. Buried 
in the sand on the Hook and in underground 
passages on the Long Island shore, the plants 
and machinery will be established for forc- 
ing the petrolem as desired. From each of 
these stations a system of many pipes will be 
laid, running to different points in the 
main ship channels at intervals of a few hun- 
drea feet apart, beginning at the extreme 
seaward entrance of the channel, The pipes 
will be fitted with valves, which will be 
closed by the water pressure, but eo by 
the hydraulic power used to force the petro- 
leum from the reservoirs. Some of these 
pipes may even be brought to the surface in 
shoal water, and being pointed towards the 
channel, the petroleum may be fired in a 
stream from a considerable distance and fall 
in the track of vessels at different points. 

The enemy decides to enter and forms in 
column, one vessel ahead of the other, to 
steam through the narrow channels. They 
can only come in at high water, or at the be- 
ginning of the ebb. As the leading vessel 
approaches the entrance to the channel 
heavy charges of petroleum are fired through 
the nearest pipes and, rising to the surface, 
spread over a wide area. At the same time 
the dynamite guns, placed in the proper posi- 
tions, throw a number of burning and inex- 
tinguishable buoys, which fall in the channel 
and set fire to the petroleum. These buoys, 
being light, may be thrown a great distance 
from guns hidden from view, sunk 
in emplacements on shore. Capt. Zalinski 
has proposed to throw such buoys. to 
light up the water that guns on shore 
may be trained upon vessels sttempting to 
enter harbors at nignt. The buoy scheme 
is perfectly feasibie, and may be utilized 
to ignite the petroleum. The fire spreads 
rapidly, but the leading vessel dashes 
ahead, nothing daunted, thinking to pass 
beyond the hmits of the fire, followed by 
the ships in the rear. But as they proceed 
charge after charge of petroleum will be 
forced through the pipes successively as they 
are approached and the flaming buoys will 
continue wo fall. The oil, spreading all over 
the surface of the water, but thickens in the 
channel, soon becomes a lake of fire, com- 
pletely enveloping the ships. 

An iron ship may not burn, though it will 
make a good furnace. But the smoke—chat 
must not be forgotten! It is well known that 
smoke will be an important element in future 
naval battles. Vesselsof great speed will 
race each other, friend sinking friend. 
The smoke from the burning pe 
troleum will envelop the enemy in 
heavy clouds, making it impossible for 
them to see each other or the shore, 
harbor buoys will all be removed in time of 
war, and the officers, not being able to see the 
landmarks, cannot get their bearings to steer 
by. They may attempt to steer by compass, 
but that will not save them in a narrow chan- 
nel. What will they do? They cannot turn 
in the narrow channel! Signals cannot be 
seen. If one ship stops the one astern runs 
her down. Thev cannot get out again 
as they came in. The utmost confusion 
—a panic will be the result. Some 
ships will get aground while groping about 
in the smoke and flames. Worse still,.some 
of the surface pose will fire the petroleum 
high into the air, landing it on the decks and 
against the sides of the armorciads. They 
will not burma of course, but the troleum 
will. It will be ignited by the fire on the 
surface of the water, and the flames will 
creep up the sides, setting fire to boats and 
all exposed woodwork. The flames running 
up the side may reach the porte and the 
guns. 

The gunners can see — 1 They can- 
not aim their guns, surrounded by a cloud of 
dense black smoke. The stifling fumes of 
fiercely burning petroleum will render the 
crews helpless, if it does not suffocate them. 
And while the enemy’s ships are thus in- 
extricably mixed up, bewildered and 
aground, other means of attack may be used 
to complete their destruction. The dynamite 
gun mounted ashore on a fixed platform is 
acknowledged to be wonderfully accurate, 
and at a known range shell after shell may 
be thrown among the enemy’s fleet. Small 
fast vessels, with their bows strengthened 
for ramming, may dash out from inside the 
Narrows, and with their crews protected 
from the smoke may rush upon the helpless 
enemy who cannot use his guns to keep 
them off, and thus sink his ships. A 
fleet in this position, while it can see 
nothing, can itself be seen from the 
shore and thus be a target for all guns and 
torpedo boats. A few vessels of the Vesu- 
vius type, however vuinerableto shot, would 
be of great service when the enemy, shut in 
by the smoke, could not train his guns upon 
them. Dynamite, fire, and smoke combined 
would leave nothing of the proud ironciad 
fleet of the enemy. They may come to these 
shores preparea to fight the usual weapons— 
guns and torpedoes—but they will not be 
ready, like Custer’s cavalry, to “charge 
through Hell and back again.“ 

Similar defenses could be placed in Long 
Isiand Sound at different points to defend 
that approach to New York. To defend Bal- 
timore and Norfolk, plants should be estab- 
lished at Cape Henry, at the mouth of Ches- 
apeake Bay, and between Fort Monroe and 
the Rip Raps. Other defenses nearer Balti- 
more, where the water shoals in the Chesa- 
peake, would serve as an inner line. 

Pniiadelphia, New Orleans, and Washing- 
ton would be verfectiy safe. The Potomac, 
the Mississippi, and the Delaware could be 
converted into rivers of fire for miles. 

Nearly all the ports of the United States 
have outlying islands with narrow passages 
between them, where the petroleum defense 
would be effective, supported by dynamite 
guns—Boston, for example, 

Many people will say that this scheme is a 
wild and imaginative one, but it is not. It is 
practicable and it will be so demonstrated. 
As the Monitor swamped ali ideas of naval 
architecture in 1802 so the petroleum plan 
will revolutionize harbor defense -today. 
There is an abundance of petroleum in this 
country, and if properly used an ironclad 
enemy will be kept out of our harbors, a 
homeless spectator in the distance. 

The United States is self-supporting. It 
needs nothing from abroad. It may close its 
ports or it them to be blockaded indefi- 
nitely with little harm, while a few fast 
cruisers roving the sea may ha 
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The Fate of the Participants in the Fa- 
mous Raid—John Brown's Family. 

New York World: The recent death and 
buria! of Owen Brown, the third son of Old 
John Brown.“ whose soul has been march- 
ing on for so many years, recalis the asso- 
ciations of the Harper’s Ferry raid, October, 
1859. With Owen, who lived several years 
and died near Pasadena, Los -Angeles 
County, Cal., has gone the last actual par- 
ticipant in the famous attack on chattel 
slavery in Virginia. There were twenty-three 
persons actually cennectéd with the raid, ex- 
cluding the neighborhood slaves who joined 
Capt. Brown. Of the latter it is positively 
known that some twenty-five acted with the 
raiders. They all claimed, however, to have 
been impressed by them. It is understood 
that about 200 in all were made acquainted, 
in some dégree, with Brown’s enterprise. 
Six Massachusetts colored men were to par- 
ticipate. Only one arrived, and he did not get 
into the fight. Seventeen of the twenty-three 
were white and six were colored. Of the party 
eighteen were killed in the fight or hanged 
aiterwards; five escaped. These were Bar- 
clay Coppoe, killed in October, 1861, by the 
fal in of a train through the Platte brid 
the Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad bridge 
having been burned by Rebel guerrillas; 
„George Plummer Tidd, soldier in a Massa- 
-chusetts regiment, who died of fever on a 
gunboat the day in 1862 that Burnside’s ex- 
em took Roanoke Island, N. C.; Francis 

ackson Meriam, who served with colored 
troops till the war closed and went to Mex- 
ico to join Juarez in 1865. He has not since 
been heard from. It was his money that 
finally enabled Jobn Brown to move. 

Owen Brown was the other white man who 
escaped. He was 64 years old when he died. 
His half-brothers, Oliver and Watson, were 
not quite 21 and 24, respectively, when killed 
at Harper’s Ferry. His own brother, Fred- 
erick, was killed at Ossawatomie, Kas., in 
1856. There are now living of the Brown 
family: Jonn Jr., 69, with wife and one child; 
Ruth, now 60 years old, wife ot Henry 
8 Both families live at Put-in-Bay 
Island. Sandusky Bay, Lake Erie, O. Two 
brothers of Ruth, William and Dauphin. were 
killed in the Harper’s Ferry raid. Oliver’s 
wife was Ruth’s sister. She died soon after 
her nusband. This made seven lost from 
the Brown and Thompson families. Jason, 
John Brown’s second son, 66 years of age, 
lives at Pasadena; Salmon, now 53, lives at 
Rea Bank, Cal., as doalso Anne, Sarah, and 
Ellen, his sisters. Their mother died there 
a few years ago. 

John E. Cook and Albert Haelett escaped, 
but were captured by Pennsylvanians in the 
Chambersburg Valley and returned to Vir- 
ginia, where they were executed, Hazlett 
being hung as William Harrison, a name 
signed to some letters written by Richard J. 
Hinton, according to an agreement between 
him and John H. Kagi. They were found 
in the famous carpet-bag with John 
Brown’s Provisional Constitution for a free 
government and other papers. Of the col- 
ored men one only escaped. Osborne P. An- 
derson was a handsome, intelligent mulatto 
from Canada. He died in Washington in 
1869 or 1870. Newby and Anderson were 
killed during the fighting. Leary, Copeland, 
aud Shields Green were hanged. A brother 
of Copeiand was at the close of the Civil War 
a Second Lieutenant of artillery in a battery 
of colored soldiers. 

Of those who were actually privy to John 
Brown’s intentions and in a minor degree par- 
ticipated somewhat there are still alive the fol- 
lowing persons: L M. Shadd of Detroit, col- 
ored, who participated in the convention at 
Chatham, Canada, and Frederick Douglass, 
who at Chambersburg, Pa., declined ta. act 
further with Brown in a movement 80 au- 
dacious and, as he feared, likely to be so bar- 
ren of good resuits. There are perhaps haif 
a dozen other colored men who were par- 
tially in Brown’s confidence. Of the white 
men there are now living only George D. 
Gill, who was chosen Secretary of the 
ury at Chatham and was prevented b 
ness from being in Virginia. He lives in 
Kansas, os does Luke F. Parsons and C. W. 
Moſtet both early members of the 
origin party. They declined to go to 
Virginia. Frank B. Sanborn and Prof. 
Morton were advisers and fag? con- 
ftidants of John Brown. Richard J. Hinton, 
who tried hard to get to Harper’s Ferry from 
Kansas, is a working journalist in this city. 
He probably has a better acquaintance with 
the interior history of the raid and of the 
men engaged init than any one living, ex- 
cept the Brown family and F. B. Sanborn of 
Concord, Mass. 

Most of the details about the plans found 
in Redpath’s Life of John Brown’’ were 
prepared by Col. Hinton, and a chapter in 
that work entitled Some Shadows Before,” 
was pronounced by Ralph Waldo Emerson 
to be “a positive contribution to Ameri- 
can history.” Hinton has been con- 
tinuously gathering material about John 
Brown and his men, and has a 
large quantity of private letters, etc., from 
and relative to his old comrades, which he 

reserves in the hope of securing a publisher 
or a book about them. Gov. Jobn A. Wise 
offered a reward of $1,000 for Albert Hazlett, 
and the same amount also for William Harri- 
son. Haziett was tried und executed as Har- 
rison, and the latter in 1867 asked the ex- 
Governor, through the mouth of Hinton, for 
the other $1,000. There was a good deal of 
fun over the suggestion, and the Governor 
told a good many interesting incidents of 
John Brown and the raid. o old Puritan 
fighter impressed every one he met with the 

urity ana force of his character. Owen 

rown looked more like his father than any 
other of his sons.

TO SPANK OR NOT TO SPANK. 


A Guestion That Stil! Bothers the Heads 
of Families. 

New York Sun; It is surprising what 
theories men and women have about the 
training of young children, particularly boys, 
until they have the children to train. There's 
nothing quite so confusing and disturbing to 
a first-class, well regulated theory as a col- 
lision of that theory with the child for 
whom it was formulated. Girls are sup- 

sed to blossom out like rosebuds into 
ragrant and beauteous womanhood ali of 
their own sweet will and accord. But a 
boy has always been considered a born rebel, 
Anarchist, and iconoclast, about as much to 
be depended upon as an active volcano and 
as easily controlled asa Kansas blizzard. 
One boy will introduce rebellion into the 
most harmonious household, two boys are a 
perpetual riot, and three boys are a continu- 
ous and contumacious insurrection, Mothers 
of boys need ali the wisdom of Minerva 
and the majesty of Juno, the witchery of 
Circe and Medea, the tenderness of Niobe, the 
strategy and diplomacy of Ulysses, and the 
command and authority of Oliver Cromwell. 
Real mothers are like great Generais—born, 
not made; but these natural mothers are few 
in number, and often, through the inscrutable 
wisdom of the distribution of husbands, are 
left in single biessedness, with not even a 
nephew to bring up, and the boys come 
tumbling into the world to be mothered by 
women who dream fondly of goiden-haired 
cherubs in petticoats, and wake up to the 
reality of compressed cyclones in kilts and 
trousers. 

The fundamental principle of discipline 
through all ages up to the present esoteric 
period has been “spare the rod and spoil the 
child,“ and the children who are fathers and 
grandfathers now were whipped for wha 
they did, and whip for what they didn’t, 
and whipped again for fear of what they might 
do. Moers the most dignified and celebrated 
spanked their children for every trifling of- 
tense, fathers flogged their sons regularly 
Saturday nights whether tney had committed 
any misdemeanor or not, just as mothers and 
nurses gave them their weekly bath, because 
it was the night for it, and the schoo]masters 
feruled their pupiis for the smallest breach 
of scnool discipline. Children received little 
consideration, their peculiarities were never 
studied, their rights were not resp@cted, and 
little was done for their pleasure or amuse- 
ment. Even so great a personage us 
her Majesty the Queen of England and 
Empress of India on the occasion 
of a visit to Scotiand, where her plaided sub- 
jects were giving her a public demonstration 
of welcome, seized the disobedient future 
King of Great Britain and spanked bim so 
artistically before the assembled multitude 
that he was obliged to stand through the 
rest of the ceremonies. When Mrs. Haves was 
turning society’s wine-giasses upside down 
in Washington she frequently sweetened 
up her children with a seasonable and sym- 
metrical spanking, at which art she was an 
adept. The Rev. Lyman Beecher, with ail 
his fondness for children, was in sympathy 
with the spanking system. and advocated 
the theory that while a blowon the head 
was injurious to a child, nature had pro- 
vided most excellent facilities and advan- 
tages for epanking, and that no physical bad 
results could ensue. Many conscientious and 
patient mothers indorse that doctrine; but 
savants, physicians, and psychologists are 


mitted that there is nothing poetical, ideal, or 
essentially beautiful in the vision of a woman 
bending, red faced and indignant, to belabor 
the little child turned upside down in her 
lap. Maternity losses something of its 
dignity and sanctity in a hand- to-n and set- to 
ith a struggling, screaming, impertinent 
bundle of ugliness. transcendental 
lover who fancies he has married an angel 
receives a rude shock when he sees her apply 
her slipper to portions of his youthful heir’s 
body in correction.

AN EDITOR'S LIFE*1,000 YEARS HENCE. 


A Vocal Newspaper—Travel Across the At- 
lantic—The Telephote. 

This morning Mr. Fritz Napoleon Smith, 
editor of the Xarth Chronicle, awoke in a bad 
humor. His wife having left for France 
eight days ago, he was feeling disconsolate. 
In all the ten years since their marriage 
this is the first time that Mrs. Edith 
Smith, the professional beauty, has been so 
long absent from home; two or three days 
usually suffice for her frequent trips to 
Europe. The first thing that Mr. Smith does 
is to connect his phonotelephote, the wires of 
which communicate with his Paris mansion. 
The telephote! Here is another of the great 
triumphs of science in our time. The trans- 
mission of speech is an old story; the trans- 
mission of images by means of sensitive 
mirrors connected by wires is a thing but 
of yesterday. By its aid Smith was able 
distinctly to see his wife, notwithstanding 
the distance that separated him from her. 
Mrs. Smith, weary after the ball or the visit 
to the theatre the preceding night, is still 
abed, though it is near noontide at Paris. 


| She is asleep, her head sunk in the lace- 


covered pillows. And now, at the call of im- 
perative duty, light-hearted he springs from 
his bed and enters his mechanical aresser. 
Two minutes later the machine deposited 
alm all dressed at the threshold of his office. 
The round of journalistic work was now 
begun. First he enters the hallof novel 
writers. In one corner is a telephone, through 
which a hundred Tartu Chronicle littérateurs 
in turn recount to the public in daily install- 
ments a hundred novels. Addressing one of 
these authors who was waiting his turn:

Mr. Smith continues his round and enters 
the reporters’ hall. Here 1,500 reporters, in 
their respective places, facing an equal num- 
ber of telephones, are communicating to the 
subscribers the news of the world as gath- 
ered during the night. Besides his telephone, 
each reporter, as the reader is aware, has in 
front of him a set of commutators, which 
enable him to communicate with any desired 
telephotic une. Thus the subscribers not 
only hear the news but see the occurrences. 
When an incident is described that is already 
past, photographs of its main features are 
transmitted with the narrative. And there 
is no confusion witnal. The reporters’ items, 
just like the different stories and all the 
other component parts of the journal, are 
classified automatically according to an in- 
genious system and reach the hearer in due 
succession. Furthermore, the hearers are 
free to listen only to what specialiv concerns 
them. They may at pleasure give attention to 
‘one editor and refuse it to another.—J/Jule 
Verne in the February Forum.

HE IS BUILDING A NEW SIXTY-TON 
RACING CUTTER, 


He Proposes to Race It Against the Yarana 
—4 Boat That May Challenge for the 
America Cup—Franchise ofthe Indian- 
apolis Club Sold to Brush and His Syn- 
dicate—An Athletic Exhibition—General 
Sporting News,

LONDON, Feb. 2.—It is quite true that Lord 

Dunravan is building a new sixty-ton racing cut- 
ter at Southampton, butitis aitogether gratui- 
tous to assume that in doing so he has any inten- 
tion to challenge for the America cup. A cor- 
respondent saw the keel of the new yacht yes- 
terday in Fay's yards at Southampton. She is 
to be finished in three monthsso as to com- 
pete in the Thames races. By this 
yacht Dunraven hopes to wipe out his disap- 
pointment over the results of the yacht Petron- 
ella, built for him by Fay last year from a de- 
sign by Richardson, and which is now for sale. 
The new yacht is designed by Watson. who 
created the Thistle and was also the designer 
of the sixty-ton cutter Yarana, which won the 
largest total sum of prize money of any British 
cutter last year. Dunraven's cutter is intended 
to beat the Yarana, and her beam and broad line 
probably settle the question as to whether the 
Thistle was a wise departure from the British 
type of yacht. Watson learned a good deal by 
his trip to America. The speed of the Volunteer 
impressed him with the necessity of keeping the 
body of his boats higher in the water. 

The contests between the new yacht and the 
Yarana this summer are expected to be the hot- 
test ever witnessea in British waters, and the 
result will fix the direction in which the designs 
of keel boats ought to progress. But another 
possible, and even orebahis, challenger for 
the America cup comes from another quarter. 
Fay is building a 160-ton yaw! from a design by 
Watson, with scantling sufficiently heavy for 
raising spars of the largest dimensions.

LATEST STYLES IN STATIONERY. 


Dainty Kinds of Paper on Which Sweet 
Messages May Be Written. 

The newest thing in fashiorable stationery 
this season is the silver gray,“ and it will 
be extensively.used; in truth, to be in style, 
it must be used. The heavy cream-colored 
paper, ornamented with a four leaved clover 
in the left hand corner and of double octavo 
size, is one of the prettiest things in use, but 
not. quite so fashionable as the silver gray. 
The clover leaf is painted a real clover green, 
and doubtless. brings good luck both to the 
sender and receiver of an epistie on that 
style paper. Almost as pretty isthe ivy 
paper. Quite similar to the above, the only 
difference is that à miniature spray of ivy 
leaves takes the place of the clover. The 
extra long envelope is not admissible, and 
— —— with good taste display it in having 
ittle or nothing in the way of ornameatation 
on the outside of the envelope. 

The waxen seals, once so popular, are still 
used, but not to any great extent, as the 
monogram has taken their place. In olden 
times the writing was often beautifully illu- 
minated in purple, green, and yellow, es- 
pecially the first letter on the page. And 
this season there is somewhat of a revivai of 
the illuminating process. A monogram, 
with each letter colored by hand in different 
tints, is placed near the top ot the page in 
the centre. It is an artistic way of orna- 
menting letter paper, but often gilding 18 
preferred to the coloring. 

Tinted papers, except the cream and azu 
have gone out,“ but doubtiess they wil 
come in again, as Fashion ever repeats her- 
self when she arrives at the end of her 
string. Some time since a few of the boldest 
extremists used a paper colored a deep red. 
But the majority frowned upon it and it was 
relegatea to the back shelf. There are many 
of weaith and taste who have their paper 
made to order. Usually they make their 
choice of one kind and keep to 
it no matter what fashion says. 
In the sampie-box of a city store was dis- 
covered a great 2 of pretty things 
which are alli to be used. A smooth, cream 
paper, grained like wood, and ornamented in 
the left hand corner with the gold lettered 
autograph of the one who ordered it, was 
one of the handsomest. | 

A sheet of handmade Egyptian papyrus in 
cream color had in the left corner tne initials 
in fanciful letters. On another of royal

any have their address in printed letters 
placed on each sheet of paper, and some even 
on the envelope.

A Scotch granite and several shades in 
azure had their place in afore-mentioned 
sample-box, and the initials in silver on the 
azure paper contrasted well. 

Any white orcream paper can be readily 
converted into mourning paper by having the 
black edge applied. The black edges or strips 
vary in width according to tne taste or grief 
of the mourher. One envelope, the material 
of which was almost massive, was much in 
mourning. It was adorned with a biack 
band fully half an inch in width and a biack 
enameled monogram was applied to the back.

Not only does Fashion dictate the color, 
size, and quality of paper, but lays down her 
commands as to how it shall be written upon. 
A short time since a lady ordered her mono- 
gram to be placed in the corner where the 
sheet open In writing she ed to 
commence on that side, go entirely around 
the outside, and lastly fill up the inner part. 
However, it is generally customary now to 
have the lines run across the first page and 
also on the page inside corresponding in posi- 
tion to the one first written upon.

HER IDEAS OF THE CAREER OF 
GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS. 


Prof. Norton's Eulogy of the Patriotic Mr, 
Curtis the Occasion of the Present Dis- 
criminating Review—The Valor of Mr. 
Curtis in Lecturing During the War— 
His Self-Sacrifice in Drawing a Salary 
from the Harpers—A Crown of Martyr- 
dom. 


(Copyright, 1889.) 

We have in this country no National 
Academy to teach us the meaning, the use, 
and the weight of words. It becomes us, 
therefore, to study such models as we have. 
When any man from our highest, though 
provincial, seats of learning unbends to the 
popular ear it would be the wantonness of 
ignorance not to listen. The words of schol- 
arly culture, guided by a sensitive con- 
science, must convey a lesson of accuracy 
and fitness even to the reckless and vulgar 
newspaper writer who is not wholly dead in 
trespasses and sins. 

And yet the most humble and careful 
scrutiny suggests to a barbarian that in pre- 
senting certain eminent fellow-citizens to 
an audience of eminently respectable fellow- 
citizens not long ago, Prof. Charles Eliot 
Norton poured a more abundant treacle than 
the restraints of severe taste would permit. 
Even Dr. Holmes, whose wit and wisdom 
are the pride of one nation and the pleasure 
of two, must have felt a nervous shiver at 
seeing himself summarily endowed with all 
the pent-up wit and humor and fancy of two 
hundred years.” But it was only when George 
William Curtis’ turn came that Prof. Norton 
threw severe taste to the winds and found 
nothing too sweet for his hbation. It is as 
it, with a love passing the love of woman, 


he meant to comfort his friend for the buffets | 


of political antagonism by lavishing upon 
him each hoarded sirup from the buffet.of 
his rhetorical lore. 

Wreathing the blushing brows of Mr. Cur- 
tis with “delicate literary sensibilities,”’ with 
a facility of exquisite expression,“ with 
„sweet and tender sentiment.“ the professor 
was not only tender but true, yet his words 
gave so much of a feminine cast to the gen- 
tleman’s genius that one is irresistibly re- 
minded of an old time characterization of 
him from virile lips that will speak no more. 
But when, lashing himself up historic hights, 
the eloquent professor heard a call strong- 
er than pure hterature to the heart of the 
youth, the voice of his country’s trumpet 


calling her sons to the defense of all chat 


made America dear to them,” the refiectuve 
reader could not help remembering that the 
youth was 36 years old at the time of the call, 
had turned the corner where poets pause and 
sing: 
O! weary heart, thou'rt half way home; 
and in spite of reverence for classical author- 
ity one was forced to think that in designating 
and impersonating youthfulness as the salient 
trait of that age, the professor had not 
twined his bays with literary felicity. He 
undouotedly had in mind the Emersonian 
note: 
When duty whispers low “thou must — 
The Youth replies, * I can,“ 
and, mounted high on Pegasus, he could not 
afford to stop the music for anything so trivial 
as @ middle-aged statistic. 

“Leaving the closet,” continues the 
aroused professor, he stepped forth on the 
platform.“ There is nothing wrong about 
this, yet archangeis carnot prevent a sense 
of anti-climax. We may admit and prociaim 
that the platform is as infiuential, as 
important, nay, even as imperative 
a as the battlefield; but the human 
mind is so constituted that wnen a trumpet 
calls her sons to their country’s defense we 
instantly imagine it to be defense against 
War's attack, and we cannot wrench our- 
selves up on a perfectly sate peace platform 
without a stitch in the back of our heroics. 
When the Boys in Blue rang out— 

We are coming, Father Abraham, three hun- 
dred thousand more, 
there was an instant consensus of popular 
opinion that they were coming to fight and 
not tolecture. There is everything graceful 
in Mr. Curtis’ attitude as a platform speak- 
er, bat something is surely left to be desired 
in an announcement so arranged that we are 
led up to a disappointment which hovers on 
the verge of the absurd instead of being 
stimulated or even abandoned to enthusiasm. 
A PROUD EMINENCE. 

Having hoisted his well matured youth to 
the platform Prof. Norton proceeds, in a fash- 
ion that savors of the market-place rather 
than the college, to hew down other men for 
his Youth to stand on, to “rouse the dull 
conscience, the sluggish energies, the lag- 
ging resolve of his feliows.”’ 

This is not Mr. Curtis’ fault, and he must 
have received this rather invidious adulation 
with poignant regret. Noone knows better 
than he that same trumpet call which 
summoned him roused also the con- 
science, the energies, the resolve of 
his countrymen. t would be wicked 
to detract in the smallest degree from the 
patriotism or the efficiency of Mr. Curtis’ 
course during the war. Is it other than 
wicked to detract from the patriotism and 
efficiency of his less gifted and less famous 
ceuntrymen, the unnamed rank and file, who 
loved their land to the point of last sacrifice? 
Knowing, as Mr. Curtis knows, that he spoke 
to a roused and resolute nation whose loyal 
flame was of no man’s kindling, he deserves 
commiseration, as a brave sailor might 
who, working manfuliy with the crew 
and passengers to keep the ‘endan- 
gered ship afloat, should afterwards find 
himself singled out and celebrated as having 
created the winds and currente that, rightly 
availed of by all, had carried them safe to 
port. The quips and cranks of the lawless 
newspapers do not permit a belle to assent to 
any other woman’s beauty, but we little ex- 
pect the high culture of liberal learning to 
adopt so illiberal a principle. 

arming with his words, Prof. Norton 
leaves the green pastures, wherein it must 
be admitted that he has been prancing rather 
freakishly, and vaults into the circus ring 
with the agility of acircus rider disguised 
under the grotesqueness of the clown. 

“ His example waseven more potent than 
his words. Herd was the man of mere letters 
flinging himself into the thick of the contest 
of men. In himself he amply 


repelled the 
charge that ideal pursuits unfit their high . 


followers for practical counsel and action.“ 

Surely Mr. Curtis had the right to protest 
that an enemy hath done this.” His own 
modesty would never have permitted him to 
claim that he was aman of letters or that 
he was engaged in ideal pursuits. Neither 
vy education nor avocation would he be like- 
ly to make such pretense. But if Prof. Nor- 
ton were not indlulging in a most ill-timed 
and unbecoming sarcasm at the expense of 
a friend, what must be thought of his stand- 
ard of “letters” and high ideals 

No stress need be laid on the college cur- 
riculum, for the deepest and widest condition 
does not always emanate from the college 
campus. But whatis it that, in the eyes of 
the highest culture, constitutes a man of let- 
ters! What is the classic notion of ideal 
pursuits? Is it Prue and I”? Does Caro- 
line Pettitoes” crown the man of letters?! 
Does dancing attendance on Mrs. Potiphar 
unit her high follower for real life? The 
Youth had written various Nile notes, 
plucked many wayside tiowers—charming, 
out denoting no erudition above the level 
of the dhabayah. A series of letters from 
various watering places had enlivened the 
columns of the metropolitan press. Unques- 
tionably a good newspaper correspondent 
is a public as well asa private benefit, but is 
he what ett iy and Oxford mean by a 
man of letters! The newspaper correspona- 
ents themselves show a more reai culture 
than Prof. Norton when they disdain the 
name ot journalists“ as too pretentious and

Not content with geperal terms. mere iet- 
ters.“ “ideal pursuits,’’ the ambitious orator 
proceeded to file a bill of particulars, and in 
development of the true martyr spirit pre- 
sented his Youth “giving up the writing of

This is less a giving up than a giving away. 
If there was ever martyrdom it must have 
been when the harrow of this new and un- 
usual cruelty was dragged over Mr. Curtis’ 
delicate literary sensibilities, though he 
could give no sign. But had he nota friend 
near to touch gently the oratoric arm, or to 
cry fire, orto bring any kind of a beast 
caught in any kind of athicket for substitute 
in sacrifice? At least it may comfort him to 
know that he had a hearty sympathizer in 
Mr. Frederic Harrison. The silliest cant of 
the dav, says that gentleman, impatiently, 
is cant about culture. The man of culture 
in politicse is one of the poorest creatures 
alive.” Itis not an American Congressman 
who says this; it is an English scholar. In 
apt justification of such judgment the lucid 
eye of culture sees an example of self-devo- 
tion more potent than words in the exchange 
of a thousand readers fora hundred thou- 
sand, in the exchange of one news- 
paper for another newspaper, in the prompt 
relingquishment of a capricious is for 
a certain salary ten times as large! Few in- 
deed are the men of mere letters, of ideal 
pursuits, youths or adults, who laid them- 
selves on the altar of their country in such 
lordly fashion; few to whom their country’s 
trumpet blared out any sueh cali as that. So 
much gain, however, comes to present po- 
litical discussion, in that we know now what 
a Harvard professor, a high follower of ideal 
pursuits, means by self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism: and certainly it is as like that other 


well known definition, “the old flag aad an 


appropriation,” as my fingers to my fingers. 
HE HAD TASTED BLOOD. 

No, Mr. Curtis had to endure to the bitter 
end. The long-time peaceful Christian 
teacher was now fully possessed of the mili- 
tary idea and refused to disband. had 
tasted blood and would not let go his hold. 
His unhappy and entirely uumihtary victim 
anon appears in its reeking rhetoric, “ turn- 
ing his penhandie into a flagstaff and his 
sheet into a banner; with this standard he 
led the host of the loyal press.“ 

There are no vagaries which a man of 
peace may not suffer when he becomes a 
man of war. We cannot doubt Prof. Norton’s 
sincerity. He talks venison in full assurance 
of faith that the Youth killed it, though he 
was sodding pottage ail the time. The dan- 
ger is that we shall forget bow really good 
was the pottage, if cuiture insists on turning 
the cook into a mighty hunter before the 
Lord. 

“Undaunted in defeat, never discouraged, 
confident in final victory, he led the ad- 
vanced post ’’—again the cat! of the printing 
house in Franklin square-—-* gave confidence 
to our armies in the field and nerved with 
his serene cour the faint hearts at home.“ 

This is magnificent, and this is war. Not, 
indeed, the war fought out by Grant, and 
Sherman, and Sheridan, and Thomas, and 
the boysin blue, but war according to Nor- 
ton’s tactics. Culture has said it, and we 
must reread our histories and learn that it was 
Commander in Chief Curtis, with his head- 
quarters in a saddle of Staten Island mutton, 
who kept the enemy at bay.

Why should he? Tnere are few positions in 
which the country pays higher wages for 
service rendered. As a Senator or Repre- 
sentative in Congress, as an army officer 
in most of the grades, as a Supreme 
Court Judge, Mr. Curtis might have been 
as high, but could not have been as high 
priced a follower of patriotism as while 
wearing the crown of martyrdom in Print- 
ing-House square, 

hat it has been in some respects a crown 
of martyrdom I do not deny. That it must 
have been a crown of martyrdom I shall, in- 
deed, attempt to show. But it was not 
pressed upon willing, if weary, brows, or 
accepted from iofty self-abnegation in our 
country’s service. It was rather the melan- 
choly and inevitable result of overclose 
clinging to a harp of 10,000 strings in the too 
exigent service of a guild of harpers.

A STATUE OF GEN. CASS. 


IT WILL BE UNVEILED FER. 18 AT 
STATUARY HALL, WASHINGTON, 


The Republican State ef Michi~an De- 
lights to Honor the Sturdy Old Demo- 
erat of Early Days—Brief Account of 
the Life and Services of the Statesman 
Speakers Who Will Be Heard at the 
Approaching Ceremony. 


Wasuinortoy, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—Michigan’s first contribution 
to Statuary Hall—the statue of Lewis Cass— 
will be unveiled with appropriate ceremonies 
Feb. 18. It stands seven feet high. The 
subject, Gen. Cass, is represented standing 
erect, with his head inclined upward and his 
vroad shoulders thrown back. He is deliver- 
ing an address. He stands firmly on both 


feet as a stout man is generally in the habit 
of doing. In his left hand he holds a roll of 
manuscript, while his right rests on an open 
book or stand over which is thrown a cloak 
such as was worn in his day. He is attired 
in adress suitof the Websterian period, 
such as was always worn by United States 
Senators in the chamber. The swailow- 
tail coat has an immense rolling velvet collar 
and tight sleeves. The trousers are fastened 
down by a strap under the boot and a fob- 
chain hangs from the pocket. He wears a 
high collar and stock revealing his full 
throat. 

Gen. Cass was proud of his resemblance to 
Webster, and the statue confirms the sim- 
ilarity said to have. existed between the two 
men. The hair, slightly wavy, is thrown 
back, revealing a high broad forehead. 
Heavy, shaggy eyebrows overhang the large, 
deep eye sockets and almost unite above the 
prominent but well-formed nose. The mouth 
is fine but expressive, with a rather pro- 


tuberant under lip, the result, according to 


tradition, of the General carrying a small 
quid of tobacco between his lip and his lower 
gum and constantly turning it over by the 
motion of his lip. 

The statue will rest on a pedestal of light 
Tennessee marbie, on the front of which will 
be the coat of arms of the State of Michi- 
gan. There will be no other inscription on 
the pedestal, and the plinth of the statue 
will bear simply the name, Lewis Cass.“ 
All who have had the privilege of viewing 
the statue unveiled regard the work as satis- 
factory. The sculptor has succeeded not 
only in presenting an excellent model of the 
great statesman but has created a statue full 
of character and expression as well. | 

Mr. French, the sculptor, has received 
warm commendation for his artistic design 
from prominent Parisian art critics, one 
sculptor in particuiar—Tajaibert—who ranks 
among the first of his profession in Paris. 

Concerning his late production Mr. French 
says: It was, altogether, the most difficult 
subject I have had to deal with, but the prob- 
lem to impersonate thé typical statesman of

esting to others. With the model that was 
selected I went to Paris, where I took a 
studio and fashioned the statue in clay, full 
size, and spent eight months accomplishing 
that. Then the marble cutting, done by 
skilled workmen in Paris, took more than @ 
year. 1 have just completed the finishing 
touches, so that it is all ready to be unveiled. 
HIS CAREER. 

“Gen. Cass was more clearly identified 
with Michigan than any other man that has 
lived within the borders of the state,” says 
Representative Burrows, and therefore alt 
united in thinking that his statue should be 
our first contribution to Statuary Hall.

GLADSTONE ON 0’CONNELL. 


PAYING AN ELOQUENT TRIBUTE 10 
THE EMANCIPATOR. 

Mr. Gladstone Admits That He Once 
Shared the Prejudices of His Country- 
men Against O'Connell, but He Was 
Not Blind to the Irishman’s Greatness 
—Bitter Attacks of English “‘Cawth~- 


olics” on O’Connell—The Missionary of | 


an Idea and Prophet of u Coming Time. 


Mr. Gladstone has thrown himself heart, 
and mind, and soul into the movement for 
Irish home rule. He devotes himself now 
to the study of Irish history ana events with 
more zeal than he devoted to the study of 
Italian history when he denounced the hor- 
rors of the Neapolitan prisons and the bigot- 
ries and tyrannies of the Bombas, and more 
earnestly to the consideration of the epochs 
in Irish agitation than to the affairs of Bul- 
garia when he pilloried the “unspeakable 
Turk“ for nis atrocities in that fair country. 
Every month some one of we great London 
reviews has an articie from his pen which 
throws a flood of light into. the dark corners 
of the chronicles of Aagio-Irisn events, and 
his sympathies are pronounced as a rule 
on the Irish side. His article on Daniel 
O'Connell in the January number of the 
Nineteenth Century is as eulogistic of that great 
man as are the speeches of the late Wendell 
Phillips or the essays of Chateaubriand or 
Montalembert. To Mr. Giadstone’s mind 
O'Connell was the greatest man of his time. 
He says: 

In him we see more than in the most even 
of the good men of history that love and jus- 
tice are essentially boundiess, and that to 
spend them on one subject seems to in- 
crease. and not to lessen, the fund avail- 
able for spending on others also. He 
was an Irishman, but he was aiso 
a cosmopolite. I remember personally 
how in the first session of my parliamentary 
life he poured out his wit, his pathos, and 
his earnestness in the cause of negro eman- 
cipation. Having adopted the political creed 
of Liberalism he was as thorough an Englisn 
Liberal as if he had no Ireland to think of. 
He had energies to spare for law reform, for 
postal reform, a question of which he proba- 
bly was one of the few to discern at the time 
the greatness, for secret voting, for Corn 
law repeal (free trade); in short, for what- 
ever tended to advance human happiness 
and freedom. 

“But [reiand claimed his most constant 
and zeaious attention. Upon no sovereign, 
upon no Imperial Chancellor were the anxie- 
ties of empire ever more fully charged than 
O'Connell was laden with the thought of Ire- 
land and with the supreme direction of its 
concerns. He was all along the missionary 
of an idea. ‘The idea was the restoration of 
the public life of his country, which he be- 
lieved, and too truly believed, to nave been 
not only enfeebied but exhausted and par- 
alyzed by the Act of Union. It lay in nis 
heart’s core from the dawn of his opening 
manhood; from the commencement of his 
full political career it became the main- 
spring of his acts, his words, his movements; 
the absolute mistress of his time, of his 
purse, and of whatever additions his 
credit could make upon his pecuniary re- 
sources. He loved his country with all his 
heart, with all his mind, and with all his 
soul, and with all hisstremeth ... And 
yet there was no cause of wrong to which he 
closed his ear, which his tongue and pen 
were not ready to redress. Of bim and his 
unbounded sympathies may be said what Mr. 
Lowell has said of his country with a noble 
ler ver and in its vigorous patois: 

“She whose latchstring never was drawed in 

Against the poorest child of Adam's kin.“ 

Of the difficulties with which O’Connell 
had to contend Mr. Gladstone has a full ap- 
preciation, for he, too, shared in the preju- 
dices of the English people against him, but 
he adds: I never indulged in the safe im- 
— — of attacks which it would have 

beneath him to notice. But those who 
know only the hearty good will of millions 
and millions of the English people towards 
Ireland at this moment can have but a faint 
conception of the fearfully wide range 
of mere prejudice against O'Connell 
a century ago. Even Liberal 
candidates were sometimes compelled 
by popular opinion 8 to renounce him 
and all his works. A smal of this aver- 
sion may be due to faults of his own, but, in 
the main, I fear that, taking him as the sym- 
bol of his country, it exhibited the hatred 
which nations, or the governing representa- 
tive parts of nations, feeltoward those whom 
they have injured.” 

Of his own delinquencies Mr. Gladstone 
makes full confession, but adds: 


One slight plea only can I offer for myself. I 
was not blind to his greatness. Almost from the 
opening of my parliamentary life I feltemat he 
was the greatest ot omer er whom the worid 
had ever seen. evertheless I desire to purge 
myself, by this public act, of any residue of gid

In this cardinal respect he drew no distinction 
between Roman Catholic Ireland and t- 
ant Ireland. Nay, he subordinated not civil 
equality alone but even toleration to his core- 
ligiopists to political independence and 
unity of freleand. ... In one of his 
letters to Archbishop McHale 
“No man can de 
spiritual authority of his Holiness, 
ways detested what were called the liberties of 
the church in France. There does not 
live a human being more suhmisstve in omnibus 
to the church than Iam” (i. 510). The object of 
this letter was to prevent the light of me 
from being any longer obseured the clouds 
of English influence.” Direct action in Rome had 
then recently been resorted to by Lord Palmers- 
ton in the interest of the Italian people; and 
the great chieftain evidently suspected what 
afterwards came to pass, that the same influence 
might be used in order to keep down the Irish. 
There is abundant testimony of his conformity 
to the rule of submission in the spiritual 
sphere. But it is interesting to see how, when 
speaking of the Pope, he guards himself by con 
fining himself to his “spiritual authority.” I 
have myself heard him reply warmly in Parlia- 
ment to some member, who charg him with 
what was then called divided alle 
emphatic declaration that, in regard to the polit- 
ical interests of his country, neither Pope nor 
Council was his guide.

Paris Gaulois; In our day royal households 
keep a comparatively less sumptuous table than 
many private individuals. 

Queen Victoria is fond of Scotch cookery, and 
commences her repasts with oatmeal broth 
and cream rridge. She drinks pale Do- 
mech sherry from a silver cup of marvelously 
delicate workmanship that originally belonged 
to Queen Anne. The Queen's dinner in the even- 
ing is complete. The table is lighted by golden 
candelabra holding wax candles, and masses of 
orchids placed in epergnes reach up to the ceil- 
ing. Her Majesty eats a special kind of meal 
bread higmy baked in a square loaf. 

The Queen of Sweden keeps a tem table.

The Cost of Costuming One of the 400— 
Women Who Spend 650,000 a Year. 

The costuming of the butterflies in Vanity 
Fair is continually growing in dignity and 
importance, and is already one of the great- 
est industries of modern times, employing 
thousands of inventors, mechanics, design- 
ers, and trades peopie, making artists of out 
artisans, and cailing into execution the best 
talents of countiess experts in various 
branches of manufacture and invention. 

The much-condemned frivolity of one 
dressy woman gives to hundreds of men and 
women that which is better thanany charity, 
continuous employment for their inaustry, 
an inspiration to their best achievement and 
invention, and a market for their most ar- 
tistic creations; and if all the women in the 
world should make a vow not to replenish 
their wardrobes in any way for two years 
and could convince peopie that they would 
really carry out their project there would be 
a worse panic in New York than on the mem- 
orable Black Friday,” and the big estab- 
lishments of the man milliners and mer- 
chants, whose proprietors descant so elo- 
quentiy on the extravagance of women, 
would crash in the dust of oblivion. 

It is said that three men are employed in 
the manufacture ofa single pin, and prob- 
ably one woman uses and scatters something 
like a thousand of these shining trifles every 
year. With this as an index something of an 
estimate can de made of tne retinue of ser- 
vitors employed in the dressing of every 
handsomely appareled woman.

Connelly, whose creatuons of 
silk and lace cost never less than $125, and 
frequently run into the thousands, und the 
most remarkable thing abont the dresses 
they produce is, after all, not their fabulous 
cost, but the fact that the gowns are worn 
but once, and then cast aside to gladden the 
heart of some poor relative or adorn the per- 
son of a favorite maid. A society lady must 
not be seen in a dress on more than one occa- 
sion, and must not be discovered receiving 
any remuneration for it after it bas served 
her purpose; consequently, it is no un- 
usual ing for a 
of these expensive costumes in a year. In 
the winter season, which is more exacting 
than the summer, as there 1s a greater varie- 
ty of entertainment, a lady frequently pur- 
0 anew gown every day, or averages 
five dresses a week; but in the summer a 
smaller number suffices. For a married lady 
the dresses cast from $150 up Ww as many 
thousands as she cares to pay, but young 
ladies’ dresses run from $100 upward, as they 
require less claborate and elegant adorn- 
ment. A lady must have her dinner dreas, 
reception dress, ball dress, opera dress, 
et., for each and every occasion fresh 
and new. lt is only within the last few 
years that the craze for so many dresses has 

come established, and it is owing to the 
general increase in the lavish expenditure of 
money, in the luxury of lying, and also to 
the creation of so many new and exquisite 
colors, as well as to the skill in arranging 
and combining them, formerly unknown. A 
fashionable dress is an intricate and elab- 
orate affair, fearfully and wonderfully made, 
which takes an artist for its construction, 
and could not be arranged by a novice any 
more than the Brooklyn bridge could have 
been built by a house carpenter. 

Then there are the bonnets, which are the 
delight of a woman’s heart, the cost of 
which arouses consternation and dismay in 
the heart of her husband. A woman who is 
not called extravagant, who frankly says in 
the shops that she doesn’t care to pay a 
fancy price and buys bonnets as she buys 
shoes, only as she actually requires them for 
various occasions, spends more than $100 in 
u season.

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“CHICAGO REAL ESTATE. 


NEW BUYERS AND EASY MONEY KEEP 
SENDING PRICES UP. 


Recent Advances in Realty Maye Brought 


Risks That Outsiders Run-—Facts for 
Owners to Consider — Large Sale on 
Fifth Avenue—Several Deals in Acres— 
Doings of Architects — Various Notes 
from Dealers. 

There are many evidences that the outside 
public has learned what is going on iv Chi- 
cago real estate and that the knowledge has 
not had a sedative effect. The number of 
new faces in the market is daily increasing. 
Wail street’s lament that none but profes- 
sionals and room-traders take any interest in 
railroad stocks finds no echo in the Chicago 
real estate market. The people do not want 
stocks, but they do want real estate. There 
is, however, a close connection between 
the two markets, the stagnation in 
tne one being undoubtedly a partial 
cause of the buoyancy in the 
other. Circumstantial evidence that this re- 
lation of cause and effect exists is furnished 
by the condition of realty in other cities than 
Chicago. In Duluth, Denver, Omaha, and 
other Western cities real estate investments, 
unaccompanied by any great measure of 
- Speculation, are baiting capital with phenom- 
enal success; in New York prices have been 
marked up ali around, and even in Boston, 
whose realty, to borrow the Hub’s favorite 
simile, is often deader than Chelsea, buy- 
ers are bidding at a pace that disturbs the 
composure of tne most conservative property- 
holder. Disappointed in railroad stocks, in- 
vestors all over the country have turned to 
bonds and real estate. There is no other 
fieldin which they can safely plant their 
savings and leave them to fructify with so 
little personal care or with so much freedom 


from anxiety. 3 
Thus the local real estate ket is crowd- 
ed with new buyers, and many of them, it 
need hardly be said, are not only without 
special knowledge of the local situation but 
are utterly without experience im real estate 
transactions. Among whem are men of ail 
degrees of wealth, from the rich banker who 
has burnt his fingers trymg to hold Atchison 
or Burlington stock to the laboring-man or 
clerk who has achieved a small bank account. 
These new men are bidding for everything 
in the market—for acres, suburban lots, 
yacant corners and business blocks. It is 
their bidding that has sent prices up within 
the last three mouths, and the responsibility 
will fall upon them, and in no pleasant manner 
either, if values are finally inflated. It is the 
fashion to declare that Chicago real estate can 
have no boom, aud in a sense this statement 
is true; yet investors should not let them- 
seives fall under the delusion that realty 
values in Chicago cannot outrun events. 
While no general inflation of values is pos- 
sible, itis not a difficult matter to boom cer- 
tain districts within’ the and 
vacant lands outside 
the bounds set by 
and sound judgment. That this is already 
being done in acre deals in some quarters is 
stoutly maintained by a few old heads in the 
city, but hardly with good reason. Operators 
may be getting ready to fly kites, but they 
have not let the strings out far as yet. Itis 
the new buyer who must be cautious. The 
newspapers are full of reports of profits 
made on acres and lots, and even inside prop- 
erties, Within a few months, and the cupid- 
ity of outsiders is touched. A young man 
th $500 in bank, learning that he can buy 
a few lots with a small payment of cash, 
eagerly invests where others have made 
rofits, and then in his turn begins the 
unt for a buyer. Nine times out 
of ten he 18 surprised and 
disgusted at the shyness with which buyers 
nibbie at his bait. Smarter men than he are 
lur the fish all into their nets, and he, ex- 
cept by some lucky chance, is apt to come off 
with only the fisherman’s proverbial luck. 
It is well for outsiders to bearin mind 
the real estate market has a use for “ suck- 
ers and tenderfeet as much as has Wall 
street or the Board of Trade. It is also worth 
remembering that reports of profits made in 
real estate may lead to false inferences, inas- 
much as where one happy man has made a 
Successful turn and become an object of 
envy ninety-nine poor fellows, whose names 
and deeds are not getting into print, have 
hunted in vain for purchasers or their 
ceals with fits not at all 
with their labor and anxiety. 
There is one featare of the situation which 
should have much significance to owners. In 
the language of a broker who has seen sev- 
eral promising trades fail through of late, 
“‘owners are crazy.” It is no uncommon 
thing for aman to change his — on a 
piece of [„ within twenty-four hours, 
and one broker compiained that he had just 
lostasale because the owner’s afternoon 
pri ice was $200 an acre more than his fore- 
noon figure. A buyer was found by another 
broker. Almost every dealer can relate such 
experiences. It is natural that owners who for 
fifteen years have been seeking buyers should 
be set up Oy the way they themeciveeare now 
courted. The present condition is exactly 
the reverse of what Chi property-holders 
have become accusto to, and they are 
liable to the delusive belief that this new 
and pleasant state of affairs willlast forever. 
A moment’s calm consideration will bring to 
light the folly of this belief. The biggest 
factor in the present activity of realty, as 
pointed out above, is beyond question the 
ease of the world’s money markets, which 18 
itself mainly due to the absence of specula- 
tion, and especially to the loss of 
faith in railroad securities. Surplus funds 
are going into real estate because there 
is no equally inviting field. But real estate 
need not hope to maintain this supremacy 
long. No one can predict when railroads 
will regain their old charm over investors, or 
when the commercial world will offer tempta- 
‘tons with which realty owners eaanot com- 
pete. When speculation and general busi- 
ness do revive then the prices that have 
been paid for corner lots and vacant lands 
will be tested. Now there are advancing 
prices born of a competition among dollars; 
then the dollars will be seekin other 
channels and owners wil find 
themselves suddenly obli to go hunt 
ing. It is folly w' assume that 
there will never again be in Chicago compe- 
tition among seliers. The man who remem- 
bers that recent advances in values, except 
in certain new and developing districts, have 
been caused by the pressure of idle capital 
for investment, and notaby any sudden spurt 
in intrinsic values, will not be caughtin the 
endif he keeps his eyes wide open. But 
men who buy on the assumption that prices 
are to go on forever climbing will certainly 
some — themselves overloaded. And 
owners who mean to make at all had be

MOSICAL EVENTS OF THE WEEK. 


“Erminie’s” Great Success—Some Old- 
Fashioned Instruments. 

Rudolph Aronson’s “‘Erminie’’ company, 
trom the New York Casino, closed its en- 
gagement at the Grand Opera-House last 
evening and will play in Louisville this 
week. The amountof money taken in dur- 
ing the last four weeks exceeiis $40,000, and 
the drawing power of the opera appears un- 
diminished. At the close of this season 
Francis Wilson, Marie Jansen, Pauline Hall, 
and Charles Piunkett withdraw from the 
company, and with a portion of the chorus 
will form a new company under the manage- 
ment of Francis Wilson.

ments and their music that the enormous 
development of modern music, espe- 


| cially in the directaon of sustained effects 


and chromatic treatment, has been largely 
due to the improvements in mechanical con- 
struction, and additional tonal effects of 
which the modern instruments are capable. 
The harmonization of the older compositions, 
and likewise their musical form, becomes 
more and more simple as one approaches the 
earlier ages. But whiie the art of today is a 
natural development of prior forms, it could 
never have assumed its present condition 
had not the available means of expression 
undergone a similar change. The progress 
has in @ great measure been due to the pro- 
duction from time to time of instru- 
ments possessed of greater possibilities, and 
the consequent discovery by composers and 
artists “of the new effects which could be 
drawn from them. 

The spinet is a small instrument derived 
from the psaitery of Persian origin, brought 
to Europe by the Crusaders, the — 
plectrum of the latter being superseded Dy 
rows of plectra or jacks, acted upon by 
means of keys. These jacks were supplied 
with crow-quill points which were first in- 
troduced in the fifteenthcentury. The name 
was long supposed to have been derived from 
spina, a thorn, but is now believed to have 
come from that of Giovanni Spinetti, a 
Venetian who invented ana introduced the 
oblong form of the instrument. The earliest 
known spinet bearing adate is one made by 
Francesco di Portalupis at Verona in 15%), 
now the property of the Paris Cofserva- 
toire, while an Italian claricembalo, 
madeby Geronimo of Bologna in 1521 is re- 
garded as the oldest keyed instrument in ex- 
istence. It is a single keyboard barpsichord 
with boxwood keys, having a compass of 
nearly four octaves from E below the bass 
staff to D. and is now in the South Kensing- 
ton Museum. Before the Restoration ail 
spinets and harpsichords were known in En- 
giand as virginals. Mr. Samuel Pepys has 
left in his diary some interesting references 
toaspinet whieh he pure He says: 
April 4, 1668, I calied upon one Hayward, 
who makes virginals, and there did like of a 
little espinette, and will have him finish it 
for me; for I had a mind to a small harpsi- 
chon, but this takes ub less room. July 13. 
1668, 1 to buy my espinette, which I did 
now ree for, and did at Hayward’s meet 
with Mr. Thacker, and heard him play on 
the harpsichon, so as I never heard man de- 
fore, I think. July 15, 1668. At noon is 
brought home the espinette 1 bought the 
other day of Hayward; costs me 45. Both 
the spinet and the harpsichord used by Mr. 
Boscovitz are strung with small, fine wires, 
which necessarily give a tone possessing but 
little resonance, and their size, together with 
the peculiarities of the mechanism, neces- 
sarily preclude any forcible effects. It is to 
be ho that the performance may be re- 

ated, as an opportunity of seeing and 

earing these old instruments in music 
suited to their style is sdmething which rare- 
ly offers, and which is of especial value to 
musicians and students of music, particular- 
ly the pianoforte.

A genuine Stradivarius violin is said to 
have been discovered in Norwich, Conn. It 
had been lett with a cabinetmaker, who kept 
an apology for a pawnbroker’s shop, five 
years before, by a German, whio secured $5 
ufon it, got drunk with the money, and 
finally disappeared. The supposed worthless 
instrument after being knocked about for 
several years was finally labeled, ** This Fia- 
die for 610,“ and hung up in the window, 
but nobody wanted it. A short time ago 
the leader of the orchestra at the 
Fort Griswoid House broke his violin and 
took it to the cabinetmaker for repairs. As 
the work would require several days and 
the player had no extra violin he was obliged 
to put up with the despised instrument 
which the dealer offered to lend him. George 
F. Bard of Norwich heard it while in the bor- 
rower’s possession, and after it had been re- 
turned tried to purchase it. The owner, sus- 
pecting that it had value, refused to sell. 
after fixing several different prices, but Mr. 
Bard finally secured it for $1 Upon clean- 
ing the dust out of the body he became con- 
vinced that he had a genuine Stradivarius.

THEATRICAL AFFAIRS IN NEW YORK. 


Recent Revivals at Daly’s Theatre—Re- 
fiections on the State of the Drama. 

The seventh subscription night at Daly’s 
Theatre last Tuesday reintroduced to metro- 
polital theatre-goers the modified version of 
W ycherley’s delightful comedy The Country 
Girl,” which was one of this company’s most 
successful productions several years ago. 
Miss Rehan’s Peggy, weil known in Chicago, 
and everywhere regarded as one of her most 
charming and artistic creations, was wel- 
comed back to the boards with enthusiasm, 
and was given with all the old dash and 
spirit and perhaps nr more than the 
old skill. Mr. Fisher and Mr. Drew reap- 
peared as Moody and Belville, Mr. Skinner 
as Harcourt, and Miss Gordon as Alithea, 
while Mr. George Clarke assumed for the 
first time the role of Sparkish. The old 
comedy was wreceded by that brisx little 
farce adapted from the French called “A 
Woman's Won't,“ in which Mr. Lewis and 
Mrs. Gilbert appeared as the old couple, con- 
soling the audience somewhat by this bit of 
merry work for their absence from the 
boards during the run of The Inconstant.”’ 

The new comedy which will soon succeed 
„The Inconstant is an adaptation by Mr. 
Daly from the German of Franz von Shoen- 
tau. It is called Au International Match,“ 
and is described asa comedy of high life, 
delicate in motive and structure. or this 
sort of work Mr. Daly’s company is ‘well 
equipped. These comedians succeed in sug- 
gesting, whenever the play demands it 
—whether it be in old comedy 
or in the more trivial modern work—that sub- 
tle atmosphere of high breeding which is of 
all effects in dramatic art one of the most 
difficult to attain; and which, one might al- 
most say, is never touched in absolute perfec- 
tion outside of France. Daly's company 
stands for our utmost in that respect. Mr. 
John Drew, for example, is always a gentie- 
man. it is easy to find fault with certain 
phases of his art—to say that in such robust 
parts as Petruchio he. fails to dominate the 
stage and the imagrnation of his audience, 
that his heroes are cast too much in the same 
mold, and that in certain scenes, notably am- 
atory 2 he does not convince us of 
sincerity. bat he gives us, while it does 
not excuse his lapses or hide his inade- 
quaciés, is yet rare and val- 
uable enough to make his work admirable in 
spite of them. At first thougbt it does not 
seem difficult to act the gentieman, and yet 
few of our younger actors give us more than 
an imitation, more or less coarse, stilted, or 
sentimental, of the inimitable original. 
Many of them, who enact the rd6le to perfec- 
tion in private life, cannotcarry ite charming 
unconsciousness to the stage. Artistic ex- 
cellence+in this direction is a quality of at- 
mosphere, a refined comprehension of pro- 
portions and relationships which is as subtle 
as aperfume. The auditor cannot describe 
it, perhaps, but he feels itas that last touch 
in the comedian’s art which, when added to 
all other excellencies, makes up perfection. 
This trait, this atmosphere of high breeding, 
characterizes the rformances of the Daly 
company m general to such a degree that the 
criuc longs for the evolution of comedies 
truly American, illustrating some of the 
more delicate phases of our social life, which 
might put the work of these artists more 
deeply in touch with popular sympathy, 
make it more expressive of the National 
character. 

But it seems vain to look for strong cre- 
ative work in dramatic literature at preseni. 
The voice of the age speaks in another way, 
and every influence discou s the literar 
aspirants from invading that forbidden field. 

It is doubtful whether the fault lies with 
those who provide the amusements or with 
those who take them; whether, if managers 
dared produce —— plays play 
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p vulgarity. 
know that public appreciation is 
equal to large demands, that the inventive 
mind can make no claim oh human sympa- 
thy which the world will not respond to 
nobly as soon as the casuists are silenced 
and a hearing fairly gained. 

Where wo “the music of the future” 
sleep today if Wagner had believed the criti 
who assured him that only old methods wou! 
be accepted? With that sublime confidence 
not only in himself but in the world which is 
always characteristic of genius he worked 
on faithfully in the untrodden path and lived 
to receive his crown. It is one-of the su- 
preme arguments for democracy that the 
world always outstrips the worldly-wise; 
that the great majority is always at last more 
knowing than the knowing few. To the soul 
of the artist the critics should suggest, but 
never dictate. He should study their words, 
but lean upon the secret augury,“ sure that 
his — daring hope is not deyond fulfifi- 
mec 

It is a spirit like this which should come in 
contact with our modern stage and make it 
once more what it was of old, what true art 
always 1s, the mirror of truth, the interpret- 
erot life. That such a regenerating influence 
will touch dramatic art no thinking mind can 
doubt for an instant. New forces will be 
born, and the old will struggle in vain inst 
them—the only question is when the change 
will come. If the time is not yet ripe, if the 
tumuit of this century must sink into the re- 
pose of the next before we can hope fora 
giorious renewal of the old supremacy of 
dramatic art, we may yet be none the less 
sure that the modern world will vield its 
secrets to her at last. And when that day 
arrives the player’s reign will be more splen- 
did, more universal than ever before, for all 
arts will be the handmaids of his own, which 
will offer to the world the conquests of them 
all.

AN IMPORTANT NEW YORK SALE.

The Stebbins Collection to Be Disposed Of 
Feb. 12. 


New York, Feb. 1.— [Special Correspond- 


once. — Ine most important sale of pictures 
of the season will be that of the Stebbins 
collection, which wag shown to the public for 
the first time last Monday even'ng at the 
beautiful rooms of the American Art Asso- 
ciation. These paintings will be sold at auc- 
tion without reserve the evening of Feb. 12 
at Chickering Hall, affording an opportunity 
to picture-buyers which ought not to.be lost 
sight of by Chicago collectors, for among 
these pictures are some of the most 
famous examples of the work of mod- 
ern foreign painters, chiefly of the 
French school. The names of Meissonier, 
Gér6m Fortuny, Bouguereau, Daubigny, 
Vibert, Nittis, Détailie, Rico are conspicu- 
ous in a list which comprises fifty-eight ar- 
tists, contributing seventy-seven paintings 
and three pieces of statuary. 

The gem of the collection, by all odds, is 
Fortuny’s 1 —— Lady,“ a picture which, 
by its poetic uty and its masterful tech- 
nique, teaches so mauy lessons that it ought 
to pass into some public gallery to be an in- 
spiration to the people for all time. Here is 
a noble opportunity for some rich man to win 
a nation’s gratitude. This picture is the only 
portrait which Fortuny ever painted, and 
one of the few things he executed on the 
scale of tife. The sitter was the beautiful 
wife ofa member of the Svanish embassy 
in Rome, and after the artist’s untimely 
death she instituted a iaw-suit to 
recover the portrait, which she had found 
too expensive at the time it was painted, but 
whose value rose incalculably when the dead- 
ly Roman fever lookea in at the young 
master’s studio. But the painting had been 
sold in the meantime, and all chance of its 
taking its eae in the portrait gallery of 
some great Castilian house had passed away 
forever. Tnus an ancient race lost the record 
of its crowning glory, for the beauty of this 
woman is an intoxication, and the royal con- 
sciousness of power sleeps in her haif-lit 
eyes. Al that is the kind of creature to 
make men mad! said a famous poet to me as 
we both tried to fathom the soul which the 
artist had caught so knowingly. ‘How 
often.“ he continued, have I rung the bell 
at Mr. Stebbins’ house, to call ostensibly on 
my friend, but really on this Spanish lady!“ 

„Why don’t you make love to her in a 
poem!“ lasked. But bis feeling proved to 
pe too deer for words. “How could one 
versify te such a creature!“ he exciaimed, 
“sheisa m. 

The portrait is a half length, and the wom- 
an stands with her figure in profile and her 
tac turned partly forward. One hand lifts 
the folds of her black silk go and the 
other toys with an antique jewel. Her hair is 
arranged in accordance with some inartistic 
passing fashion of the day, and she is dressed 
in the hideous costume of the Second Em- 
pire, with its ample width of hoop and fussi- 
ness of detail. ut what does one care for 
her clothes? Whether she wore rags or Cleo- 
patra’s jewels, she would still be one of the

To make the sun forgotten. 
Many generations of the purest patrician 
blood must have been required to give this 
woman her royal bearing. her perfect poise 
of confidence and serenity. Others may lie 
in chains, but she is free. Others may serve ; 
she reigns. One glance in her eyes makes 
mutiny impossible and slavery che keenest 
joy; obliterates the distinction between good 
and evil and 5 the spirit wings to explore 
all hights and depths of emotion. One cannot 
think in her presence, and out of it one can 
think of nothing else. Fortuny gives us here 
a perfect interpretation of the type of woman 
which art has always found the most difficult 
to handle. Whatever this creature was in 
life, in this portrait she is the peer of Cleo- 
patra, of Mary Stuart, and of all other queenly 
women who enslave their world. And how 
masterful is this young painter’s touch—this 
boy of 24! The veivety freshness of that 


olive skin, the deep gray-green of the back-. 


ground, the steely lights of the gown—all are 
painted with that dashing freshness, that 
splendid dexterity, which makes one forget 
technical difficulties by seeming the perfec- 
tion of ease. There is nothing labored in the 
sweep of his brush. Like nature, he does not 
say, Behold how I have worked to produce 
this flower!” but hides the infinite pains 
which underlie his mastermece, until it 
stauus before us unconscious as a rose of the 
skill which has made it. 

The same cannot be said of some of the 
other notable things in this collection 
masterpieces from the brush of Meis- 
sonier, Gér6me, and others, which 
prove their weakness by seeming to 
say “Behold the miracle!“ This is 
especially true of such apicture as that 
famous one by GérOme—“ Moliére Breakfast- 
ing with Louis XIV.”—in which the art is 
painfully self-conscious, intruding upon us 
and demanding exclamations of wonder at 
the mathematical precision of every siight 
detail. The spirit of a whole epoch was 
epitomized in this famous little episode of a 
King forcing an actor to sit at table 
with him in order to rebuke the scornful 
noodles who had humiliated the man of 
genius. But the artist has not caught that 
spirit. Under his hand the King has no 
majesty, the scene no dignity. e whole 
thing is merely trivial; we marvel at the 
exact rendition of satins and laces, but we do 
not believe in the emotions which the artist 
has tried to suggest. The work is cold and 
lifeless and, in spite of elaborate manual 
dexterity, uninteresting. 

Much beter is the other of the two cele- 
brated Gérömes— L’Eminence Grise.”

Much Interest Manifested in the Works of 


the Russian Artist—The Galleries Traus- 


formed by Foreign Draperies—Novel 
Features That Attract the Spectator— 


“Art as a Commodity“ Illustrated in a 


Certain New Collectlon—Local and Gen- 
eral Notes. ; 


The Verestchagin exhibition is open in the 
Art Institute. Advance interest in it was 
manifested in a remarkable increase in the 
annual memberships during the last three 
weeks and in the stimulation of sale observ- 
able in books and periodicals relating to 
Russian art. When the doors were thrown 
open Friday afternoon Michigan avenue 
was lined with carriages waiting to deposit 
their occupants. at the vestibule of the Art 
Institute. Within half an hour the galleries 
were thronged almost to discomfort. By 4 
o’clock movement was practically impossible 
except with considerable effort. In the even- 
ing the crush was enormous and numbers 
turned away unable even to cross the 
threshoid. Fortunately the exhibition will 
remain six weeks. There is no necessity, 
therefore, for undue haste. All who can go 
in the morning should do so, both to see the 
works deliberately and to leave the after- 
noons and evenings for those who cannot go 
at any other time. 

The visitors were met at the door bya 
Russian mudjik in red tunic and blue zone 
and valet’s boots. They found the galleries 
completety transformed. Russian draperies 
are used as portiéres over all the interior 
doorways. They are spread over the walls 
for mural decoration. 
across the larger galleries, aividing them 
into more numerous ones. The effect is 
massive and varied. The draperies escape 
the visitors’ attention except incidentally; 
for, after one has into the great gal- 
lery on the right, where the casts have hitn- 
erto been, the echoes of a piano and the un- 
usual accentuation of Russian musical rhythm 
fill the atnfosphere. The piano, aconcert 
grand, is in one of the north galleries and is 
played by a pretty young woman who is an 
accomplished artist. s she speaks only 
Russian, with a soupcon of French, there is 
no danger that she will suffer distraction in 
the performance of her réle during the exhi- 


bition. 

TEA WITH LEMON. 

In the basement galleries, where rugs have 
dignified dismal space into gorgeous and 
place-like apartments, there is a gentle hiss- 
ing of steam from twolarge samovars. Be- 
bind them area Frenchman and a Russian, 
the latter a Cossack in type and both prompt 
and polite, They pour the beverage 
white porcelain, having first dropped into the 
cup a slice of lemon. The tea, without sugar, 
is rather insipid’ until thoroughly flavored 
with the lemon. Then it acquires a miid 
pungency, especially if sugar be added; and 
the flavor is that of weak hot lemonade with 
a tea leaf dropped in. After a few sips the 
flavor is found more positive and the cup is 
handed back empty. There is no charge for 
this civility. The tea is served in the room 
where the pottery and metallic examples are 
shown.

The popular interest in the exhibition is 
certain to increase from day to day,and after 
the pressure of attendance within the vy Be 
somewhat relaxed special arrangements will 
doubtless be made with the railroads for 
rates that will permit the surrounding coun- 
try tocomein. It is an exhibition that pre- 
sents a larger total of different elements of 
interest than any that has ever been seen 
here or, indeed, is hkely to be conceived. 
The huge war canvases, with their powerful 
depiction of carnage, death, supersti- 
tion, misery, storms, and the pomp of 
battle, will fascinate those who en- 
joy pictorial excitement. The gorgeous 
entry of the Princeof Wales into the Capital 
of the Maharajah of Jeypore, elephants 
draped in martial panoply, accompanied by 
horses in splendid trappings, slaves, men, 
and native sovereigns, to say nothing of en- 
tire streets decorated with glittering Ori- 
ental colors to make the event more impos- 
ing, will delight those who find satisfaction 
in decorative color. The vast canvases on 
which are painted the three forms of capital 

unishment—the Englisn shooting Arabs 

rom the cannon mouth, the Romans erueify- 
ing three malefactors, and the Russians 
hanging several felons—will hold the atten- 
tion of the sociological and the devotees of 
morbid: themes. 

The series of Scriptural compositions, 
numerous, impressive, and to the Western 
world novel, will command the sober study 
of allwho have looked on the historical 
side of Christianity or Judaism, or who ac- 
cept the creed of Moses or of Christ. The at- 
titude of the artist toward these themes is 
much disputed. The Hebrew finds naturally 
no fault with Verestchagin's Holy Family.“ 
To him the Messiah represents nothing real. 
He finds in the treatment of Holy Land sub- 
jects a brilliant descriptive spirit with which 
indeed he may well be delighted. takes 
them apart from Christian associations and. 
discerns in their mountains, valleys, and 
waters only the scenes made venerable by 
the prowess of his people, the wisdom of .the 
seers, and the lore of his race. 
Verestchagin a marvelous colorist, bringing 
over to the new world of the West the aeep 
turquoise skies, the deeper blue of the lakes, 
the golden light of the Orient, and the pro- 
found stillness and majesty of Palestine. 
As an artist Verestchagin satisfies him to the 
utmost. Asa moralist or theologist he dis- 
cards his theories. f 5 

FROM A CHRISTIAN STANDPOINT. 

The orthodox Christian cannot be expected 
to accept the Scriptural canvases with equal 
equanimity. He charges Verestchagin with 
sensationism even at the risk of absolute 


-and willful blasphemy. To the lover of in- 


genious devices for avoiding formidable diffl- 
culties, he replies, when Christ is found 
painted with his back to the spectator in 
every picture but one, that the artist was un- 
able to paint the face of a Divine Savior and 
thus ignominiously retreated, while at the 
same time seizing on the profound interest 
which encomnasses the human personality 
of the Messiah to produce startling and sub- 
tle effects. The Holy Family comes in for 
the largest share of the censure. Ii isabhor- 
rent especially to the orthodox who hold fast to 
that interpretation of Matthew andthe other 
evangelists who employ the terms “ broth- 
er.“ “sister,” and kindred which gives 
these words a vague significance, an inter- 
pretation which makes the presumption of 
natural brothers ana sisters for Christ as ab- 
surd as it is offensive. This picture is there- 
fore the pone of contention. Not only is it 
considered a vuilgarization of a sublime 
dogma, but the artist is charged with a con- 
scious assault on one of the tenderest and 
most cherished traditrons of a large body of 
Christians, and the apology made for him 
that he is reverent in spite of his heretical 
theory of the family of Joseph is set aside 
with scorn.
